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New Dulos case goes to state’s top court 


‘Secret order’ that sealed a transcript in Jennifer 
and Fotis Dulos divorce hearing to be examined

The state Supreme Court has 
agreed to hear a challenge to what 
has been called asecret order to bar 
the public from a court proceeding 


in a case with echoes of previous 
disputes over access to the judicial 
process. 

The past disputes, which the 
judiciary has largely resolved in the 
public’s favor, involved influential 
litigants who persuaded courts to 


keep their legal business secret. 
The new case grows from the very 
public divorce of Jennifer and Fotis 
Dulos, abitter break-up that ended 
with what the police believe was 
one of the country’s most notori- 
ous murder-suicides. 

The Supreme Court took the case 
directly, bypassing the intermedi- 
ate Appellate Court, after Hartford 
lawyer Jon Schoenhorn appealed a 


decision by a Superior Court judge, 
which he argues improperly denied 
him the transcript of a two-day 
divorce hearing concerning custody 
of the Dulos children. 

The hearing was called to 
take testimony from Dr. Stephen 
Herman, a child psychologist 
who attracted attention when, in 
another high profile custody case, 
he testified that the experts at Yale

Sound of silence

t’s summer in Connecticut, when many resi- 
dents’ thoughts turn to backyard barbecues, 
the beach and the bugs that reliably accom- 


pany them. 


But some residents have noticed their backyards 
have been oddly quiet since the weather warmed 
— less buzzing, fewer mosquitoes and fewer bees. 
Some social media users have commented that 
they’re not seeing as many insects as in years past, 
which has fueled speculation that the population is 
decreasing in the state. 


The world has lost more 
than one-quarter of its 
land-dwelling insects in the 
past 30 years, according to the 
journal Science. Pollinators 
such as bees and butterflies, 
insects that are crucial to the 
world’s food supply, are disap- 
pearing at an estimated rate of 
just under 1% per year with 
lots of variation from place to 
place. 

“That number may not seem 
like a lot but that’s 30% over a 
30-year span,” said Dr. David 
Wagner, entomologist and 
professor at the University of

Connecticut. “It’s obvious to 
most people just looking out 
their back window that there’s 
less wildlife today than there 
was just 20 years ago.” 

A dramatic increase in 
Earth’s carbon dioxide levels 
and temperatures, reported 
by the UN’s Intergovern- 
mental Panel on Climate 
Change in 2021, is shaping 
Connecticut’s insect popula- 
tion as summer temperatures 
increase and the state experi- 
ences milder winters on aver-

Running 
for office 
a natural 
next step 


Green Party candidate 
for state Senate seat no 
stranger to public eye

HARTFORD — Hartford resi- 
dent Michael Oretade calls himself 
an urban renaissance man. Among 
the titles the 29-year-old Oretade 
can claim are activist, teacher, 
student, hip-hop 
artist, the former 
owner ofarecord 
label and comic 
book writer. 

And, as of this 
past spring, he 
added one more 
to the list: candi- 
date. 

Oretade is 
running for the Ist Senate District 
seat, which includes parts of 
Hartford and Wethersfield, as the 
Green Party-endorsed candidate 
in the November election. 

He will face longtime Demo- 
cratic incumbent John Fonfara. 
Alex Colaiacovo and Mark 
Greenstein are listed on the 
secretary of the state’s candi- 
date registration list as potential 
Republican challengers. 

It’s the first time Oretade is 
seeking public office, but he’s no 
stranger to the public, at least in 
Connecticut. Until recently he 
was the president of BLM860, 
an activist group that was orga- 
nized in the summer of 2020 in 
response to the murder of George 
Floyd in Minneapolis.

NORWALK — First responders 
were unable to save an unrespon- 
sive infant Sunday.

Teen charged in 
Bloomfield stabbing 


BLOOMFIELD — A teenage boy 
was charged in connection to the 
stabbing ofa man during a domes- 
tic violence incident Sunday. 

Police responded to Crestview 
Drive after a report of an active 
disturbance. Bloomfield police 
said officers were notified that a 
43-year-old man was suffering 


the suspect, a17-year-old male, had 
fled on foot. 

The man was found suffering 
from multiple non-life-threatening 
stab wounds to his torso and legs, 
police said. He was given immedi- 
ate medical attention and taken by 
ambulance to St. Francis Hospital. 
The man was listed in stable condi- 
tion but was being held in the ICU 
for observation, police said. 

Bloomfield officers located the 
teen walking north on Crestview 
Drive. According to police, he 
was holding a small kitchen knife. 
Officers took the teen into custody 
without incident. He was charged 
with first-degree assault, police 
said. 

The man and boy were notiden- 
tified due to domestic violence and 
juvenile privacy statutes, police 
said in a statement. 

Bloomfield police said they 
secured the crime scene and gath- 
ered witness statements. The 
detective division assisted in the 
investigation and evidence collec- 
tion, police said.

Trump in what may be its final 
set of hearings. 

“I expect that we will be 
hearing from him and there are 
many questions that we have 
for him,” said Rep. Zoe Lofgren, 
D-Calif. She and other commit- 
tee members said in television 
interviews Sunday they intend 
to have Bannon sit for a private 
interview, which they typically 
conduct in a deposition with 
sworn testimony. 

Bannon had been one of the 
highest-profile Trump-allied 
holdouts in refusing to testify 
before the committee, leading to 
two criminal counts of contempt 
of Congress last year for resist- 
ing the committee’s subpoena. 
He has argued that his testi- 
mony is protected by Trump’s 
claim of executive privilege. 
The committee contends sucha 
claim is dubious because Trump 
had fired Bannon from the White 
House in 2017 and Bannon was 
a private citizen when he was 
consulting with the then-presi- 
dent in the run-up to the riot on 
Jan. 6, 2021. 

Still, in recent days, as the 
former president grew frus- 
trated with what he decried as 
a one-sided presentation by the 
committee of seven Democrats 
and two Republicans, Trump 
said he would waive that privi- 
lege claim, according to a letter 
Saturday to Bannon’s attorney. 

“Bannon is willing to, and 
indeed prefers, to testify at your 
public hearing,” Robert Costello, 
Bannon’s attorney, wrote in a 
letter to Rep. Bennie Thompson, 
D-Miss., and committee chair- 
man. 

The committee’s Thursday 
evening hearing will exam- 
ine the three-hour plus stretch 
when Trump failed to act as a 
mob stormed the Capitol. It will 
be the first hearing in prime time 
since the June 9 debut that was 
viewed by 20 million people. 

A hearing Tuesday will focus 
on the planning of the insurrec- 
tion by white nationalist groups 
such as the Proud Boys, the Oath 
Keepers and the Three Percen- 
ters, and will also highlight testi- 
mony taken Friday from former 
White House counsel Pat Cipol- 
lone.

mony last month from former 
Trump White House aide 
Cassidy Hutchinson provided 
the most compelling evidence 
yet that Trump could be linked 
to a federal crime. Since then, the 
committee has seen an influx of 
new information and confiden- 
tial tips. 

Rep. Jamie Raskin, D-Md., 
suggested Bannon “had a change 
of heart, and after watching, 
presumably, all of these people 
come forward, including Cassidy 
Hutchinson. ... I’m certain that 
the committee would be very 
interested in hearing from him” 

Bannon’s trial on the two crim- 
inal counts is set for July 18. Each 
count carries a penalty of up toa 
year in jail and a $100,000 fine. 
A hearing in his case was sched- 
uled for Monday in federal court 
in Washington. 

It’s unclear how much Bannon 
intends to cooperate. He has 
expressed a preference to appear 
before the committee in a public 
hearing. 

The committee is making clear 
he must first sit for a private 
interview, typically in a sworn 
deposition. It’s also possible 
he may opt to appear and then 
refuse to answer questions, 
citing his Fifth Amendment right 
against self-incrimination. 

The committee says it wants 
to hear from Bannon because he 
“had specific knowledge about 
the events planned for Jan. 6 
before they occurred.” It cited 
as an example comments that 
he made on his podcast the day 


“All I can say is strap in,” 
Bannon said in that podcast. 
“All hell is going to break loose 
tomorrow.” 

House investigators have 
been digging into the evidence 
collected so far about the role 
extremist groups played in the 
deadly insurrection and what 
Trump was doing as the violence 
ensued. 

Rep. Adam Kinzinger, R-II1., 
who will lead Thursday’s hear- 
ing with Rep. Elaine Luria, D-Va., 
described the upcoming testi- 
mony as key to providing a time- 
line of what Trump did and did 
not do the afternoon of Jan. 6, 
2021. 

“We want to show the Amer- 
ican people what was the pres- 
ident doing during that time,” 
Kinzinger said Sunday. “The 
rest of the country knew that 
there was an insurrection. The 
president obviously had to have 
known there was an insurrec- 
tion. So where was he? What was 
he doing? It’s a very important 
hearing. Pay attention. Because I 
think it goes to the heart of what 
is the oath of a leader.” 

Tuesday’s hearing will explore 
efforts to assemble the mob on 
the National Mall and then orga- 
nize the march down Pennsylva- 
nia Avenue, where some armed 
rioters charged into the Capitol. 

Kinzinger spoke on ABC’s 
“This Week, Lofgren was on 
CNN’s “State of the Union,’ and 
Raskin appeared on CBS’ “Face 
the Nation”

is a natural progression from his activist 
work because local, state and federal politi- 
cians still aren’t addressing the biggest issues 
facing people of color, including racial equity, 
education, criminal justice, food security, 
housing and health care. 

“There’s such a disparity between what 
people need and what politicians are doing,” 
he says, noting the need for the deploying of 
mental health services instead of the police 
for 911 calls, like Denver is doing with the 
STAR program. “There [are] so many issues 
we're not paying attention to.” 

He says more fundingis needed for educa- 
tion and support programs, particularly for 
Black and brown children in disenfran- 
chised communities. 

“We've got a lot of complaints about how 
there was alot of youth-based crime,” he says, 
“and the immediate measure they wanted to 
take was locking up the children instead of 
investing in the redevelopment of our recre- 
ation centers and investment in after-school 
programs and funding nonprofits and give 
children and young adults jobs and job-train- 
ing skills to get jobs.” 

Oretade, a substitute teacher in the 
Manchester public school system who was 
born and raised in Hartford, says he was the 
beneficiary of a job-training program that 
paid him $7.25 an hour to learn how to create 
aresume and how to conduct himself in job 
interviews. 

“It really changed my life,” he says. “I 
could have been out on the streets and doing 
whatever.” 

He also has big plans for recovery homes 
and child care, where he sees solutions 
either through a public program or public 
funding of private facilities. 

“Imagine if we [raise] the taxes 1% and you 
don’t have to pay for child care anymore,” he 
says. “That means everyone gets to share the 
bill for your child care, whether on a munic- 
ipal level or just through the state. But it’s 
something we're absolutely capable of doing, 
but for whatever reason, we’re just not.” 

He says he is 23 credits shy of graduating 
from Rasmussen University in Ocala, Flor- 
ida. He says he intends to get his teacher 
certification after graduation. 

“I’ve dedicated my life to educating the 
next generations that are coming up after 
us,” he says. “It’s in my job description to 
make a better world and a better place for 
the people who come after us.” 


An activist at heart 


Oretade, a 2004 graduate of Prince Tech, 
has come a long way since he grabbed a 
megaphone while under the Bushnell Park 
carousel canopy during the first rally after 
George Floyd was murdered by a police offi- 
cer in May 2020. 

“Tt was a wake-up call for me,” he says of 
Floyd’s killing. “I always wanted to get into 
activism dating back to Trayvon Martin.” 

But, he said, he was like many members 
of the Black and brown community who felt 
like they were powerless to effect change. 

“We'd ask politicians to change things, and 
they don’t care about us,” he says. “That’s 
how I lived my life, too. ... When George 
Floyd was murdered ... whatever it was it 
spoke to me and said, ‘You have to get out 
there’ A lot of people felt the same way. We 
were surrounded by thousands of people.” 

Oretade and his brother took refuge under

the carousel canopy for shade because it was 
hot. 

“We were standing with the organizers, 
who were white, and they were saying, ‘We 
can’t possibly lead this’ I said, ‘Hey, we can’ 

“I grabbed the microphone. It just 
happened, we gave a speech on the Capitol 
steps. From then we formed BLM860.” 

The group had 14,000 members on Face- 
book before it was shut down, he says. 

“Tt was a massive activist group. When- 
ever we said there would be a protest, 500 
people would show.” 

Oretade stepped down from his leader- 
ship position on BLM860 to run for office 
and focus on his campaign. Still, he says he is 
apart of BLM860 and will speak in support 
of their issues. 

“I didn’t want my campaign to conflate any 
issues that BLM wanted to take on,” he says. 


An uphill battle 


Oretade acknowledges he has a difficult 
path to victory as he faces Fonfara, who has 
held the seat since 1996 and has garnered at 
least 71% of the vote in each of his biennial 
elections, according to the secretary of the 
state’s website. 

But Fonfara is also a major reason why 
Oretade says he is running. 

In April 2018, Fonfara told lobbyist Arvia 
Walker, who was wearing a “Stand with 
Black Women” button, “I need a ‘Stand with 
White Men’ button.” 

Walker said, after a brief exchange, that 
Fonfara doubled down and challenged her 
to walk a day in his shoes. Fonfara later 
apologized for his comments publicly and 
privately to Walker. 

Still, Oretade says, given that incident, 
Fonfara “has no right to represent my 
community.” 

“I can’t imagine someone who supposedly 


lives in my neighborhood as well as represent- 
ingmyneighborhood could completely disre- 
gard the feelings of Black women that live in 
his district,’ he says. 

Efforts seeking comment from Fonfara 
were unsuccessful. 

Oretade says Fonfara is out of touch with 
the people he represents. 

“We need politicians that actually repre- 
sent the values that the community has, who 
actually listen to the community,” Oretade 
says. “I understand the issues that are affect- 
ingme. I’ve lived with a woman of color, who 
raised me, and I understand the issues she 
has experienced. I can speak to those issues 
because I know them.” 

That includes his mother being denied a 
C-section when he was being born, Oretade 
says, resulting in his mother being tempo- 
rarily partially paralyzed and him with a 
partially paralyzed left arm. 

“Tm such a major advocate for women’s 
rights,” he says. “My mother almost died 
when she gave birth to me.” 

Gary Rose, a political science professor at 
the University of Hartford, underscored the 
long odds Oretade has in unseating Fonfara, 
given that Oretade is not a candidate from 
one of the two major parties. 

“We've had some minor party candidates, 
we've had some third party candidates win 
in the past,” Rose says, noting that Bridgeport 
had a socialist mayor, and Lowell Weicker 
won his race for governor asamember of the 
AConnecticut Party in the early 1990s. “But 
he was a high-profile Republican, a three- 
term senator. 

“When you hear about a Green, most 
people aren’t really sure what the party is 
all about. Some think right away environ- 
mentally, that’s what Green stands for. But 
on the other hand, other parties are seizing 
that issue, so that’s kind of diminished the 
appeal of the Green Party.” 


Still, Rose says there is value in having 
third parties run candidates in elections. 

“They serve a purpose because they do at 
least provide some voters who are alienated 
from the two major parties at least a political 
home,” Rose says. “To me, that’s important. 
Some people feel that even though their candi- 
dates aren’t going to win the election... ifsome- 
body does vote for a third-party candidate, at 
least they can feel they were at least part ofthe 
democratic electoral process, despite the fact 
their candidate didn’t have a chance. It gives 
them at least a sense of input anda voice” 

That’s not how Oretade sees it. He says he 
has a group of about 10 volunteers who are 
preparing to start fanning out and canvass- 
ing neighborhoods. He says he’s also raised 
about $5,000 of the $17,000 in small dona- 
tions needed to qualify for the Citizens’ Elec- 
tion Program. 

He doesn’t have to worry about appearing 
on the ballot because the Green Party candi- 
date Mary Sanders garnered more than 1% of 
the vote — the threshold for a party to carry 
over to the next election under Connecticut 
law — in the last 1st Senate District election 
in 2020. 

He says losing is not an option. 

“I’m going to do everything I can to win 
this. I can’t imagine losing this election,’ he 
says. “I can’t even picture it. As soon as the 
people see me, understand what I’m about, 
there’s no way in hell that they will choose a 
20-year incumbent over [me].” 

And he has big plans for the future. 

“One day I want to run for president,” 
he says. “If I can make history by winning 
this race and changing the way that people 
view this democratic system and voting for 
the person and not the party, once I make 
history, it’s a straight shot to the White 
House. I want to run for the U.S. Senate one 
day and eventually vice president and then 
president. That’s the biggest goal.”

— and, as a result, impermissible — court 
order. What’s more, he said, after getting 
acopy of the so-called order it is illegal and 
invalid because it doesn’t comply with strin- 
gent requirements judges must follow before 
closing courts to the public and sealing tran- 
scripts. 

Jennifer Dulos vanished and was 
presumed dead within days of the mid-May 
2019 hearing. Based on bloodstained car 
seats and other evidence, the Connecticut 
State Police believe that Dulos killed his 
estranged wife and mother of his five chil- 
dren. Her body has never been found. 

Dulos was charged with murder in January 
2020, but died in a New York City hospital a 
month later after trying to kill himselfin Farm- 
ington — ina home he shared with girlfriend 
Michelle Troconis after his wife disappeared. 

Schoenhorn is defending Troconis, who 
is charged with conspiring with Dulos to 
murder his wife and later trying to help him 
avoid arrest by concealing evidence. 

With Dulos dead, detectives believe the 
best hope of finding his wife’s remains lies 
with Troconis, who they suspect is with- 
holding evidence. She is free on $2.1 million 
bond and accused, among other things, of 
accompanying Dulos to Hartford the night 
after the murder while he stuffed bags of 
bloody evidence into storm drains and 
garbage cans. 

Troconis has pleaded not guilty to all 
charges and insists she had nothing to do 
with the murder or cover-up. 

Schoenhorn wants a transcript of the 
custody hearing to look for anything that 
could help Troconis by revealing what may 
have precipitated Jennifer Dulos’ disappear- 
ance. The Dulos divorce case was closed and 
dismissed in 2020, after the parties were 
declared dead or presumed dead. A year 
later, in March 2021, Schoenhorn filed a 
transcript request with the court reporter 
who produced the transcript, who is an 
employee of the state Judicial Branch. 

Schoenhorn was told he couldn’t have it 
because the file is sealed. When he couldn’t 
find a sealing order after searching the public 
file in the clerk’s office of the Superior Courtin 
Stamford, he moved in Superior Court in Hart- 
ford for an order instructing the court report- 
er’s office to provide him with the transcript. 

Attorney General William Tong’s office 
opposed release of the transcript. The 
office told Schoenhorn a year ago, by email 
attached to a Supreme Court filing, that 
there was a sealing order and it was public.

Schoenhorn was told he couldn’t find it 
because, due to a clerical error, the public 
order sealing the transcript had been inad- 
vertently sealed. 

“Tt has come to our attention that there 
was a clerical error that led to the entire May 
14, 2019, transcript being marked as sealed,” 
the email said. “Only Dr. Herman’s testimony 
was sealed. The remainder of the May 14, 
2019, transcript, including the court’s order 
sealing the courtroom, was not subject to 
the sealing order. The clerical issue has been 
resolved. Please find attached the transcript 
of the portion of the May 14, 2019, hearing 
that is not subject to the sealing order.” 

Schoenhorn said he has been unable to 
learn how Tong’s office obtained the mistak- 
enly sealed order and why he could not. 
Tong’s office declined to discuss the case. 

What the Attorney General’s office refers to 
as asealing order is contained in four pages of 
the transcript of the May 14 hearing. Presid- 
ing Judge Donna Nelson-Heller indicates that 
she is considering a motion to seal the court 
— made apparently by Fotis Dulos’ lawyer — 
and Jennifer Dulos’ attorney, Reuben Midler, 
pana whether she has the authority to 

0 so. 

Midler refers to the rules of procedure 
in state court that require, among other 
things, a presumption of public access, that 
notice of a potential closure must be given 
to the public at least 14 days in advance, and 
that there must be a record of a compelling 


reason to override the public interest in 
access to the courts. 

“What I would point out simply with 
respect to that is that, first of all, the agree- 
ment of the parties is meaningless under the 
rules,” Midler told the judge. “Secondly, as 
Tread the rules, counsel is required to file 
a memorandum of law with respect to the 
motion, and in addition was required to file 
the motion 14 days in advance, because the 
public has to be given notice. 

“The problem is that, no matter what 
order the Court enters, without compliance 
with the rules, there’s always the potential 
that another Court can reopen the order and 
order the disclosure of the information, for 
noncompliance with the rules.” 

Nelson-Heller responds with reference 
to “a prior order,’ and a “hypothetical” situ- 
ation involving “testimony that was unex- 
pected” and “an emergency situation.” There 
is no additional explanation in the transcript. 

“We don’t always have the advantage of 
two weeks,” she said. 

The judge closed the courtroom after a 
recess. 

“We do have a motion to close the court- 
room, and we do have someone in the court- 
room who I don’t recognize. I would ask you 
to leave. Thank you,” she said. 

The transcript indicates that an uniden- 
tified person left and the judge continued. 

“What we are going to do this afternoon 
is, ’m not going to post a sign on the door. It 


seems to be very quiet here. If it turns out we 
have people coming in and out, I will do that. 
But I am closing the courtroom during the 
testimony of Dr. Herman.” 

In his written argument to the Supreme 
Court, Schoenhorn argues that he is enti- 
tled to the entire, two-day transcript because 
Nelson-Heller’s order closing the court and 
sealing the record was illegal and, as a result, 
meaningless. 

“Because they illegally closed the court 
and actually kicked someone out, there is 
no way to undo that,’ Schoenhorn said in 
an interview. “And so it is not a legitimate 
order. And if it is not a legitimate order, it 
doesn’t have to be followed by anyone. It is 
deserving of no credit or deference. Unlike 
a situation where a court issues a legitimate 
order and is subject to reversal, I’m saying 
that this wasn’t legitimate. It didn’t follow 
any legitimate procedure, It is invisible. It 
didn’t even exist in the docket.” 

Superior Court Judge David M. Sheri- 
dan disagreed. He said a decade-old state 
Supreme Court ruling in a case called Valvo 
v. Freedom of Information Commission 
prohibits a Superior Court judge from modi- 
fying a ruling by another trial court judge 
who has continuing jurisdiction over acase. 
Regardless of the legitimacy of the sealing 
order, Sheridan said he was unable to issue a 
counter order, or mandamus, lifting it. 

“But, regardless of the validity or propri- 
ety of the order being challenged, the juris- 
dictional deficiency remains the same. The 
plaintiff’s petition for a writ of mandamus is 
nothing more than an impermissible collat- 
eral attack on the sealing order imposed by 
the trial court,” Sheridan wrote. 

Schoenhorn argues the facts in the Dulos 
case distinguish it from Valvo. Among other 
things, he said the materials sought in the 
Valvo case were docket sheets — official court 
records that influential parties to divorces had 
persuaded courts to seal. Transcripts, he said, 
are verbatim accounts kept by independent 
court reporters and not subject to editing or 
control by judges. 

In addition, he said there is no dispute 
about the validity of the sealing order in 
Valvo as opposed to that in the Dulos case, 
in which the parties are either dead or 
presumed so. 

Schoenhorn said he could ask Nelson- 
Heller to unseal the transcript but decided, 
on principle, to challenge what he consid- 
ered an improper sealing order. 

While the Valvo case is blocking disclosure 
ofthe Dulos transcript, itultimately expanded 
public access to court records by persuading 
the judicial branch to undertake areview ofits 
sealing procedures. 
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Biden faces Mi 


President is trying 
to shift away from 
Trump’s approach

WASHINGTON — Joe 
Biden took office looking to 
reshape U.S. foreign policy 
in the Middle East, putting 
a premium on promot- 
ing democracy and human 
rights. In reality, he has 
struggled on several fronts 
to separate his approach 
from former President 
Donald Trump’s. 

Biden’s visit to the region 
this week includes a meet- 
ing with Saudi Arabia’s King 
Salman and Crown Prince 
Mohammed bin Salman, 
the oil-rich kingdom’s de 
facto leader who U.S. intel- 
ligence officials determined 
approved the 2018 killing of 
US.-based journalist Jamal 
Khashoggi in Turkey. 

Biden had pledged as a 
candidate to recalibrate the 
US. relationship with Saudi 
Arabia, which he described 
as a “pariah” nation after 
Trump’s more accommo- 
dating stand, overlooking 
the kingdom’s human rights 
record and stepping up mili- 
tary sales to Riyadh. 

But Biden now seems 
to be making the calcula- 
tion that there’s more to be 
gained from courting the 
country than isolating it. 

Biden’s first stop on his 
visit to the Mideast will be 
Israel. As acandidate, Biden 
condemned Trump admin- 
istration policy on Israeli 
settlements in the West 
Bank. As president, he’s been 
unable to pressure the Israe- 
lis to halt settlement build- 
ing and has offered no new 
initiatives to restart long- 
stalled peace talks between 
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east policy struggles

Israel and the Palestinians. 

Biden also has let stand 
Trump’s 2019 decision 
recognizing Israel’s sover- 
eignty over the Golan 
Heights, which reversed 
more than a half-century of 
US. policy. 

The Biden administra- 
tion “has had this rather 
confusing policy of conti- 
nuity on many issues from 
Trump — the path of least 
resistance on many different 
issues, including Jerusalem, 
the Golan, Western Sahara 
and most other affairs,” 
says Natan Sachs, director 
of the Center for Middle 
East Policy at the Brookings 
Institution. 

Now Biden appears to 


be trying to find greater 
equilibrium in his Mideast 
policy, putting focus on 
what’s possible in a compli- 
cated part of the world at a 
time when Israel and some 
Arab nations are showing 
greater willingness to work 
together to isolate Iran — 
their common enemy — and 
to consider economic coop- 
eration. 

“Biden is coming in, in 
essence making a choice,” 
Sachs said. “And the choice 
is to embrace the emerging 
regional architecture.” 

Biden on Saturday used 
an op-ed in the Washington 
Post — the same pages where 
Khashoggi penned much of 
his criticism of Saudi rule 


before his death — to declare 
that the Middle East has 
become more “stable and 
secure” during his nearly 18 
months in office. 

“In Saudi Arabia, we 
reversed the blank-check 
policy we inherited,’ Biden 
wrote. 

He pointed to his admin- 
istration’s efforts to push 
a Saudi-led coalition and 
Houthis to agree to a 
U.N.-brokered cease-fire — 
now in its fourth month — 
after seven years of a war 
that has left 150,000 people 
dead in Yemen. Biden also 
cited as achievements his 
administration’s role in 
helping arrange a truce in 
last year’s 11-day Israel-Gaza 


conflict, the diminished 
capacity of the Islamic State 
terrorist group in the region 
and ending the U.S. combat 
mission in Iraq. 

But Biden has largely 
steered away from confront- 
ing some of the region’s most 
vexing problems, including 
some that he faulted Trump 
for exacerbating. 

While Biden often talks 
about the importance of 
relationships in foreign 
policy, his decision to visit 
the Mideast for a trip that 
promises little in the way of 
tangible accomplishments 
suggests he’s trying to invest 
in the region for the longer 
term. 

Biden has met every 


Israeli prime minister dating 
back to Golda Meir, has a 
long-standing relationship 
with Jordan’s King Abdullah 
II and was deeply involved 
as vice president in helping 
President Barack Obama 
wind down the Iraq War. But 
Biden sees the rise of China 
as the most pressing crisis 
facing the West and has 
been less oriented toward 
the Middle East. 

“He doesn’t have the 
personal relationships. He 
doesn’t have the duration 
of relationships,” said Jon 
Alterman, director of the 
Middle East Program at 
the Center for Strategic and 
International Studies. 

He also arrives at an 
uncertain moment for 
Israeli leadership. Former 
Prime Minister Naftali 
Bennett and Yair Lapid last 
month dissolved the Knesset 
as their politically diverse 
coalition crumbled. Lapid, 
the former foreign minister, 
is now the caretaker prime 
minister. 

Two of the most closely 
watched moments during 
Biden’s four-day Middle 
East visit will come when 
he meets with Israeli oppo- 
sition leader and former 
Prime Minister Benja- 
min Netanyahu and when 
he sees the Saudi crown 
prince. But neither encoun- 
ter is likely to dramatically 
alter U.S.-Mideast political 
dynamics. 

“Both of these leaders in 
my judgment are now look- 
ing past the Biden admin- 
istration, and looking very 
much forward to the return 
of Donald Trump or his 
avatar,” said Aaron David 
Miller, who served six secre- 
taries of state as an adviser 
on Arab-Israeli negotiations 
and now isa senior fellow at 
the Carnegie Endowment 
for International Peace. 


WAR IN UKRAINE 


Russian rocket attack hits 
buildings, kills at least 15 


Rescuers work to 
save those trapped 
in residential area

CHASIV YAR, Ukraine. — 
Dozens of Ukrainian emer- 
gency workers labored 
Sunday to pull people out 
of the rubble after a Russian 
rocket attack smashed into 
apartment buildings in east- 
ern Ukraine, killing at least 
15 people. More than 20 
people were believed still 
trapped. 

The strike late Saturday 
destroyed three buildings 
in aresidential section of the 
town of Chasiv Yar, inhab- 
ited mostly by factory work- 
ers. 

On Sunday evening, 
rescuers were able to 
remove enough of the bricks 
and concrete to retrieve a 
man who had been trapped 
for almost 24 hours. Rescu- 
ers laid him on a stretcher, 
and he was taken to a hospi- 
tal. 

Ukraine’s Emergency 
Services said the latest 
rescue brought to six the 
number of people dug out 
of the rubble. Earlier in the 
day, they made contact with 
three others still trapped 


beneath the ruins. 

Pavlo Kyrylenko, gover- 
nor of the Donetsk region 
that includes Chasiv Yar, 
said an estimated 24 people 
were believed still trapped, 
including a 9-year-old child. 

Cranes and excavators 
worked alongside rescue 
teams to clear away the 
ruins of one building, its 
walls completely shorn off 
by the impact of the strike. 
The thud of artillery on 
the nearby front line reso- 
nated just a few miles away, 
making some workers flinch 
and others run for cover. 

Valerii, who gave only 
his first name, was desper- 
ately waiting to hear news 
of his sister and 9-year-old 
nephew, who lived in the 
collapsed building and had 
not answered his calls since 
Saturday night. 

“Now I’m waiting for a 
miracle” he said, as he stood 
before the ruins and started 
to pray, hands clasped 
together tightly. 

“We do not have good 
expectations, but Iam avoid- 
ing such thoughts,” he said. 

Kyrylenko said the town 
of about 12,000 was hit by 
Uragan rockets that are fired 
from truck-borne systems. 
Chasiv Yar is 12 miles south- 
east of Kramatorsk, a city 
that is a major target of 


Russian forces as they grind 
westward. 

However, later Sunday, 
Viacheslav Boitsov, deputy 
chief of emergency service 
in the Donetsk Region, told 
The Associated Press that 
four shells hit the neighbor- 
hood and they were likely 
Iskander missiles. 

Residents said they 
heard at least three explo- 
sions and that many people 
were badly wounded in the 
blasts. A group of neighbors 
sat Sunday in a courtyard 
quietly discussing who was 
wounded and who was still 
missing. 

“There was an explo- 
sion, all the windows blew 
out, and I was thrown to the 
ground, said 45-year-old 
Oksana, who gave only her 
first name. She was in her 
third-floor apartment when 
the missiles struck. 

“My kitchen walls and 
balcony have completely 
vanished,” she added, strug- 
gling to hold back tears. “I 
called my children to tell 
them I was alive.” 

Irina Shulimova, a 
59-year-old retiree, recalled 
the terror. 

“We didn’t hear any 
incoming sound, we just felt 
the impact. I ran to hide in 
the corridor with my dogs. 
Everyone I knew started

calling me to find out what 
had happened. I was shak- 
ing like a leaf,’ she said. 

Front doors and balconies 
were torn apart in the blast, 
and heaps of twisted metal 
and bricks lay on the ground. 
Crushed summer cherries 
were smeared on shattered 
window panes. 

A 30-year-old technology 
worker named Oleksandr 
said his mother was among 
those injured in the explo- 
sion. 

“Thank God I wasn’t 
injured, it was a miracle,” he 
said, touching the crucifix 


around his neck. 

Although the home he 
shares with his mother is 
now shattered, he said he 
doesn’t plan to leave the 
neighborhood. 

“I only have enough 
money to support myself 
for another month. Lots of 
people are fed up already of 
refugees coming from the 
east — no one will feed or 
support us there. It’s better 
to stay,” said Oleksandr, who 
declined to give his surname. 

Ukrainian President Volo- 
dymyr Zelenskyy accused 
the Russians of intentionally 


targeting civilians. 

“Anyone who orders 
such strikes, everyone who 
carries them out in ordinary 
cities, in residential areas, 
kills absolutely consciously,’ 
he said in an address to 
Ukrainians on Sunday night. 
“After such hits, they won’t 
be able to say that they didn’t 
know or didn’t understand 
something.” 

Saturday’s attack was just 
the latest in aseries of strikes 
against civilian areas in the 
east, even as Russia repeat- 
edly claims it is only hitting 
targets of military value. 


Israeli leader hoping to forge formal diplomatic ties with Saudi Arabia

JERUSALEM — Israel’s 
prime minister expressed 
hope Sunday that his coun- 
try will establish formal 
diplomatic ties with Saudi 
Arabia, days before Pres- 
ident Joe Biden visits the 
two countries as part of a 
regional trip. 

Israel and Saudi Arabia 
do not have official diplo- 
matic relations, but have 
shared clandestine security 
ties over a mutual enmity of 


regional archrival Iran. The 
kingdom is widely believed 
to be among a handful of 
Arab states weighing open 
ties with Israel. 

“Israel extends its hand 
to all the countries of the 
region and calls on them 
to build ties with us, estab- 
lish relations with us, and 
change history for our chil- 
dren,” Prime Minister Yair 
Lapid said during a weekly 
Cabinet meeting. 

He said Biden will carry “a 
message of peace and hope 
from us” when he embarks 


for Saudi 
Arabia. 
Israel’s ties 
with Arab 
states have 
grown since 
normaliz- 
ing relations 
with four 
Arab states in 
2020 as part of the U.S.-bro- 
kered Abraham Accords. 
Defense cooperation has 
tightened since the Penta- 
gon switched coordination 
with Israel from U.S. Euro- 
pean Command to Central 


Lapid 


Command, or CENTCOM, 
last year. 

The move lumped Isra- 
el’s military with those of 
former enemy states, includ- 
ing Saudi Arabia and other 
Arab nations that have yet to 
recognize Israel. 

Biden is set to arrive 
in Israel Wednesday for 
three-day trip that will also 
include meetings with Pales- 
tinian officials in the occu- 
pied West Bank. From there, 
he will fly directly to Saudi 
Arabia. 

In an opinion piece in the 


Washington Post on Sunday, 
Biden said he’s aiming to 
bring the two countries 
closer together. 

“I will also be the first 
president to fly from Israel 
to Jiddah, Saudi Arabia,” 
Biden wrote. 

“That travel will also be a 
small symbol of the budding 
relations and steps toward 
normalization between 
Israel and the Arab world, 
which my administration 
is working to deepen and 
expand.” 

Formal ties with Saudi 


Arabia would be a major 
diplomatic coup for Israel. 
The kingdom has been 
publicly reticent about 
acknowledging cooperation 
with Israel. 

Saudi Arabia’s King 
Salman has been a longtime 
supporter of the Palestinians 
and their desire to establish 
an independent state in the 
West Bank, Gaza Strip and 
east Jerusalem. 

Israel captured all three 
areas in 1967, though it with- 
drew its forces and settlers 
from Gaza in 2005.

Iran enriches uranium 


using new centrifuges 
with nuke talks stalled

TEHRAN, Iran — Iran 
announced Sunday that 
it has begun enriching 
uranium up to 20% at its 
underground Fordo nuclear 
plant, state TV reported, an 
escalation that comes amid a 
standoff with the West over 
its tattered atomic deal. 

That Tehran is enriching 
uranium up to 20% purity — 
a technical step from weap- 
ons-grade levels of 90% 
— with a new set of its most 
advanced centrifuges at a 
facility deep inside a moun- 
tain deals another blow to 
the already slim chances of 
reviving the accord. 

Behrouz Kamalvandi, a 
spokesman for Iran’s Atomic 
Energy Organization, said 
uranium enriched to 20% 
was collected for the first 
time from advanced IR-6 
centrifuges on Saturday. 
He said Iran had informed 
the U.N. nuclear watchdog 
about the development two 
weeks ago. 

Centrifuges spin enriched 
uranium into higher levels 
of purity. Tehran’s 2015 
nuclear agreement with 
world powers had called 
for Fordo to become a 
research-and-development 
facility and restricted centri- 
fuges there to non-nuclear 
uses. 

Iran had previously told 
the International Atomic 
Energy Agency that it was 
preparing to enrich uranium 
through a new cascade of 
166 advanced IR-6 centri- 
fuges at the Fordo facility. 
But it hadn’t revealed the 
level at which the cascade 
would be enriching. 

The IAEA, the U.N’s 
nuclear watchdog, said that 
it had verified on Saturday 
that Iran was using a setup 
that allowed it to more 
swiftly and easily switch 
between enrichment levels. 

Iran did not comment on 
the latest IAEA finding. 

Nuclear talks have been at 


a standstill for months. The 
USS. special envoy for Iran, 
Robert Malley, described the 
latest negotiations in Qatar 
as “more than alittle bit ofa 
wasted occasion.” 

The IAEA reported last 
month that Iran has nearly 
95 pounds of uranium 
enriched to 60% purity. 
Nonproliferation experts 
warn that’s enough fissile 
material for one nuclear 
weapon should Iran pursue 
it. However, Iran still would 
need to design a bomb anda 
delivery system for it, likely 
amonthslong project.

Biden on abortion access: 
President Joe Biden said 
Sunday he is considering 
declaring a public health 
emergency to free up federal 
resources to promote abor- 
tion access. 

In remarks from near his 
family’s Delaware beach 
house, the president said 
he lacks the power to force 
the dozen-plus states with 
strict restrictions or outright 
bans on abortion to allow 
the procedure. A Supreme 
Court ruling on June 24 
eliminated the constitu- 
tional right to abortion. 

Biden said his admin- 
istration is trying to do a 
“lot of things to accommo- 
date the rights of women.” 
That includes considering 
declaring a public health 
emergency to free up federal 
resources. But while such a 
move has been pushed by 
advocates, White House 
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officials have questioned 
both its legality and effec- 
tiveness, and noted it would 
almost certainly face legal 
challenges. 


California wildfires: A wild- 
fire threatening the larg- 
est grove of giant sequoias 
in Yosemite National Park 
more than doubled in size in 
a day, and firefighters were 
working Sunday to protect 
the iconic trees. 

Campers near the blaze 
were evacuated, but the 
rest of the sprawling park 
remained open, though 
smoke that hung in the air 
obscured some scenic vistas. 
Over 500 mature sequoias 
were threatened in the 
Mariposa Grove, but there 
were no reports of severe 
damage to any named trees. 

The cause of the Wash- 
burn Fire was under inves- 
tigation. It had grown to 
nearly 2.5 square miles by 
Sunday morning.

China bank protest: A 
crowd of angry Chinese

Hundreds held up 
banners and chanted 
slogans at the entrance to 
a branch of China’s central 
bank in the city of Zheng- 
zhou, about 380 miles south- 
west of Beijing. 

The protesters are among 
thousands who opened 
accounts at six rural banks in 
Henan and Anhui provinces 
that offered higher interest 
rates. They later found they 
could not withdraw their 
funds after media reports 
that the head of the parent 


company for the banks was 
wanted for financial crimes. 


Outbreak in Macao: The 
Asian gambling center 
of Macao will close all its 
casinos for a week starting 
Monday and largely restrict 
people to their homes as it 
tries to stop a COVID-19 
outbreak that has infected 
over 1,400 people in the past 
three weeks. 

All businesses have been 
ordered to shut except for 
supermarkets and others 
providing essential services. 
Residents must stay home 
unless they need to go out, 
such as for food shopping or 
to work in a sector deemed 
essential. 

Macao, a semi-autono- 
mous Chinese region like 
nearby Hong Kong, is facing 
its first sizable outbreak of 
the pandemic. The city of 
680,000 people recorded 93 
new cases Saturday, bring- 
ing the total in the ongoing 
outbreak to 1,467.

Trust in institutions 
giving way to faith in 
conspiracy theories

Daniel Wilson believes 
the Sept. 11 attacks were 
an inside job. The war in 
Ukraine is “totally scripted” 
and COVID-19 is “com- 
pletely fake” 

The Boston Marathon 
bombing? Mass shootings 
in Newtown, Connecticut, 
and Buffalo, New York, and 
Uvalde, Texas? 

“Crisis actors,” he says. 

Wilson, a 41-year-old 
from London, Ontario, has 
doubts about free elections, 
vaccines and the Jan. 6, 2021, 
insurrection at the U.S. Capi- 
tol, too. He accepts little of 
what has happened in the 
past 20 years and predicts 
that someday, the inter- 
net will make everyone as 
distrustful as he is. 

“It’s the age of infor- 
mation, and the hidden 
government, the people 
who control everything, 
they know they can’t win,” 
Wilson told The Associated 
Press. “They’re all lying to 
us. But we’re going to break 
through this. It will be a 
good change for everyone.” 

Wilson, who is writing a 
book about his views, is not 
an isolated case of perpet- 
ual disbelief. He speaks for 
a growing number of people 
in Western nations who 
have lost faith in democratic 
governance and afree press, 
and have turned to conspir- 
acy theories to fill the void. 

Rejecting what they hear 
from scientists, journalists 
or public officials, these 
people instead embrace 
tales of dark plots and secret 
explanations. And their 
beliefs, say experts who 
study misinformation and 
extremism, reflect a wide- 
spread loss of faith in insti- 
tutions such as government 
and media. 

A poll conducted last 
year by Associated Press- 
NORC Center for Public 
Affairs Research found that 


just 16% of Americans say 
democracy is working well 
or extremely well. Another 
38% said it’s working only 
somewhat well. 

Other surveys reveal how 
many people in the United 
States doubt the media, poli- 
ticians, science and even 
each other. The distrust is so 
deep that even groups that 
seem ideologically aligned 
are questioning each others’ 
motives and intentions. 

On the day before Inde- 
pendence Day in Boston 
this year, a group of about 
100 masked men carry- 
ing fascist flags marched 
through the city. Members 
proudly uploaded videos 
and photos of the march 
to online forums popular 
with supporters of former 
President Donald Trump 
and QAnon adherents, who 
believe a group of satanic, 
cannibalistic child molest- 
ers secretly runs the globe. 

Instead of praise, the 
white supremacists were 
met with incredulity. Some 
posters said the marchers 


were clearly FBI agents or 
members of antifa — short- 
hand for anti-fascists — 
looking to defame Trump 
supporters. It didn’t matter 
that the men boasted of their 
involvement and pleaded to 
be believed. “Another false 
flag,” wrote one self-de- 
scribed conservative on 
Telegram. 

“False flag” is a term 
commonly used by conspir- 
acy theorists to describe an 
event they think was staged. 

Similarly, when an 
extremist website that sells 
unregulated ghost guns 
— firearms without serial 
numbers — asked its follow- 
ers about their July 4 plans, 
several people responded 
by accusing the group of 
working for the FBI. When 
someone claiming to be Q, 
the figure behind QAnon, 
reappeared online recently, 
many conservatives who 
support the movement 
speculated the new Q was a 
government plant.

conservative Christians 
criticized as satanic was 
bombed, many posters on 
far-right message boards 
cheered. But many others 
said they didn’t believe the 
news. 

“T don’t trust it. I’m still 
thinking ff,” wrote one 
woman on Twitter, refer- 
encing “false flag.” 

The global public rela- 
tions firm Edelman has 
conducted surveys about 
public trust for over two 
decades, beginning after the 
1999 World Trade Organiza- 
tion’s meeting in Seattle was 
marred by anti-globalization 
riots. Tonia Reis, director of 
Edelman’s Trust Barome- 
ter surveys, said trust is a 
precious commodity that’s 
vital for the economy and 
government to function. 

“Trust is absolutely essen- 
tial to everything in society 
working well,” Reis said. 
“It’s one of those things that, 
like air, people don’t think 
about it until they realize 
they don’t have it, or they’ve 
lost it or damaged it. And 


then it can be too late.” 

For experts who study 
misinformation and human 
cognition, the fraying of 
trust is tied to the rise of 
the internet and the way it 
can be exploited on conten- 
tious issues of social and 
economic change. 

Distrust and suspicion 
offered obvious advan- 
tages to small bands of early 
humans trying to survive 
in a dangerous world, and 
those emotions continue to 
help people gauge personal 
risk today. But distrust is not 
always suited to the mod- 
ern world, which requires 
people to trust the strang- 
ers who inspect their food, 
police their streets and write 
their news. Democratic 
institutions, with their reg- 
ulations and checks and bal- 
ances, are one way of adding 
accountability to that trust. 

When that trust breaks 
down, polarization and 
anxiety increases, creating 
opportunities for people 
pushing their own “ alter- 
native facts.” 


etual disbelief 


“People can’t fact-check 
the world,” said Dr. Rich- 
ard Friedman, a New York 
City psychiatrist and profes- 
sor at Weill Cornell Medical 
College. “They’re awash in 
competing streams of infor- 
mation, both good and bad. 
They’re anxious about the 
future, and there are a lot of 
bad actors with the ability 
to weaponize that fear and 
anxiety.” 

Those bad actors include 
grifters selling bad invest- 
ments or sham remedies for 
COVID-19, Russian disinfor- 
mation operatives trying to 
undermine Western democ- 
racies, or even homegrown 
politicians such as Trump, 
whose lies about the 2020 
election spurred the Jan. 6 
attack. 

Research and surveys 
show belief in conspiracy 
theories is common and 
widespread. Believers are 
more likely to get their in- 
formation from social me- 
dia than professional news 
organizations. The rise and 
fall of particular conspiracy 
theories are often linked to 
real-world events and social, 
economic or technological 
change. 

People who believe in 
one conspiracy theory are 
likely to believe in others 
too, even ifthey are mutually 
contradictory. A 2012 paper 
looked at beliefs surround- 
ing the death of Diana, Prin- 
cess of Wales in a 1997 car 
crash. Researchers found 
that subjects who believed 
strongly that Diana was 
murdered said they also felt 
strongly that she could have 
faked her own death. 

Wilson said his belief in 
conspiracies began on Sept. 
11, 2001, when he couldn’t 
accept that the towers 
could be knocked down by 
airliners. He said he found 
information on the internet 
that confirmed his beliefs, 
and then began to suspect 
conspiracies behind other 
world events. 

“You have to put it all 
together yourself” Wilson 
said. “The hidden reality, 
what’s really going on, they 
don’t want you to know.” 


Japan’s ruling party in strong 
showing after slaying of Abe

TOKYO — Japan’s 


governing party and its 
coalition partner scored a 
major victory in a parlia- 
mentary election Sunday, 
possibly propelled by 
sympathy votes in the 
wake of the assassination 
of former Prime Minister 
Shinzo Abe. 

Early results in the 
race for the parliament’s 
upper house showed Abe’s 
governing party and its 
junior coalition partner 
Komeito securing a major- 
ity in the chamber and 
adding more. 

The last day of campaign- 
ing on Saturday — one day 
after Abe was gunned down 
while delivering a speech 
— was held under height- 
ened security as party 
leaders pledged to uphold 
democracy and renouncing 
violence. 

Also Sunday, police in 
western Japan sent the 
alleged assassin to a local 
prosecutors’ office for 
further investigation. 

Preliminary vote counts 
showed the governing 
Liberal Democratic Party 
on track to secure a coali- 
tion total of at least 143 seats 
in the 248-member upper 
house, the less power- 
ful of the two chambers. 
Up for election was half 
of the upper house’s new 
six-year term. With a likely 
major boost, Prime Minis- 
ter Fumio Kishida stands to 
rule without interruption 
until a scheduled election 
in 2025. 

That would allow Kishida 
to work on long-term policy 
goals such as national secu- 
rity, his signature but still 
vague “new capitalism” 
economic policy, and his 
party’s long-cherished goal 
to amend the U.S.-drafted 
postwar pacifist constitu- 
tion. 

Kishida and senior party 
lawmakers observed a 
moment of silence for Abe 
at the party election head-

quarters before placing 
on the whiteboard victory 
markers next to the names 
of candidates who secured 
their seats. 

In the wake of Friday’s 
killing, Sunday’s vote took 
on a new meaning, with all 
political leaders emphasiz- 
ing the importance of free 
speech and their pledge not 
to back down on violence 
against democracy. 

“It was extremely mean- 
ingful that we carried out 
the election,” Kishida said. 
“Our endeavor to protect 
democracy continues.” 

Among his priorities, 
Kishida said he will also 
steadily push for reinforc- 
ing Japan’s national secu- 
rity as well a constitutional 
amendment. 

Early results suggested 
a charter change proposal 
is now a possibility. The 
LDP and its junior partner 
as well as two supportive 
opposition parties together 
are certain to secure enough 
seats needed for an amend- 
ment proposal, which 
requires a two-thirds 
majority in both houses. 
The governing bloc already 
has secured support in the 
other chamber. 


The suspect in Abe’s kill- 
ing, Tetsuya Yamagami, 
told investigators he acted 
because of Abe’s rumored 
connection to an organiza- 
tion that he resented, police 
said. 

The man had developed 
hatred toward a religious 
group that his mother was 
obsessed about and that 
bankrupted a family busi- 
ness, according to media 
reports, including some that 
identified the group as the 
Unification Church. 

Even after stepping down 
as prime minister in 2020, 
Abe was highly influential 
in the LDP and headed its 
largest faction. His absence 
could change the power 
balance in the governing 
party that has almost unin- 
terruptedly ruled postwar 
Japan since its 1955 founda- 
tion, experts say. 

“This could be a turn- 
ing point” for the LDP 
over its divisive policies on 
gender equality, same-sex 
marriages and other issues 
that Abe-backed ultra-con- 
servatives with paternalistic 
family values had resisted, 
said Mitsuru Fukuda, a 
crisis management profes- 
sor at Nihon University.

age. The state has already 
lost some species that are 
adapted to colder climates. 
Rather than going extinct, 
they still maintain colonies 
in the Berkshires and north- 
ward where it is cooler. 

“We’ve been adding 
species from the south at 
a pretty good clip pres- 
ently since the 1980s that 
are suited for our warmer 
climate,” Wagner said. “But 
the state is certainly also 
losing species due to climate 
change. Many of them are 
moving further north as our 
state continues to heat up.” 

Some of those lost native 
species include the arctic 
skipper, a small woodland 
butterfly, and the Atlan- 
tis fritillary. The fritillary, 
a butterfly known for its 
distinct black markings and 
black wing margins, is now 
listed as endangered in the 
state. 

“The butterfly popu- 
lation has been the most 
affected,” said Wagner. 
“We’ve seen great declines 
in populations over the last 
few decades. At this point 
we're losing about half of 
a butterfly species a year. 
While again this may seem 
marginal, it is a noticeable 
decline over several years.” 

One of the relative 
newcomers to Connecticut 
is the lone star tick, which 
is native to the southeast- 
ern United States. Named 
for the silvery-white star- 
shaped spot on its back, the 
lone star tick is a vector for 
ehrlichiosis and a number 
of other diseases. Chiggers 
are another unwelcome 
new pest. 

“We're seeing as a result 
of climate change new ticks 
and the introduction of 
chiggers and all the diseases 
these creatures carry,” said 
Wagner. “The lone star tick 
is particularly of concern 
because of the diseases 
that species carries than 
can make humans sick. As 
winters become milder, tick 
breeding season is coming 
earlier than before, which 
means an explosion in the 
tick population. That’s a 
major concern.” 


Honeybees face 


a perfect storm 
of threats 


Honeybees, which play 
a critical role in the food 
production system, are 
also declining in Connecti- 
cut, Mark Creighton, state 
apiary inspector, said. 

“Honeybees play a vital 
role in providing food 
both nationally and here 
in Connecticut,” Creigh- 
ton said. “But the honey- 
bee faces a lot of stressors 
today. For starters, they 
face loss of habitat, viruses 
and parasites which are 
contributing to declining 
numbers.” 

The varroa mite is just 
one of the many threats to 
Connecticut’s bees. 

The parasite attaches 
itself to honeybees much 
like ticks attach themselves 
to animals or humans and 
can be a vector of more 
than 18 bee viruses. 

“The varroa mite feeds 
on the fat bodies of the bee, 
which contain the protein,” 
said Creighton. “That is 
robbing the bees of the 
royal jelly they create to 
feed the developing bees 
and the queen bee later on 
in the year. By depleting 
this protein source, they 
are draining the colony of 
its life.” 

Bee viruses are 
another threat. Many 
of these viruses, includ- 
ing deformed wing virus, 
sacbrood virus and paral- 
ysis virus, are spread from 
the varroa mite while 
others can spread between 
colonies. 

“The deformed wing 
virus is exactly how it 
sounds,” said Creighton. 
“Picture your dress shirt 
coming out of the wash 
and putting it in the dryer 
and then taking it out and 
it’s all crinkled. That’s what 
happens to the bees’ wings. 
They get all crinkled. So 
when it’s finally their turn 
to stretch their wings and 
fly from the colony, they 
cannot. The best they can 
do is hop on the ground 
and become susceptible to 
predation.” 


Steps to mitigate 
the damage 


Such stressors have 
created a perfect storm that 
is threatening honeybee 
colonies around the country 
especially as human over- 
population encroaches on 
natural habitat. But Creigh- 
ton says there are things 
people can do to ensure 
success for pollinators like 
honeybees. 

“Protecting our pollina- 
tors is something everyone 
can do,” Creighton said. 
“Plant pollinator habitats 
can be grown just about 
anywhere even in urban 
environments. You can take 
astraw bale and condition it 
so that you plant just about 
anything in it even in the 
middle of an asphalt park- 
ing lot. Everyone can grow 
things and help create polli- 
nator habitats no matter 
where you live.” 

Some of the most popu- 
lar pollinator plants in 
Connecticut include 
Swamp Milkweed, New 
England Asters, New Jersey 
Tea, Button Bush, Rough 
Goldenrod, Golden Alex- 
anders and fruits like blue- 
berry and raspberry. 

Wagner said that while 
climate change continues 
to shape the insect popula- 
tion in the state, its impact 
too can be mitigated with 
effort. 

“Tt may not be a welcome 
message, but climate 
change is a reality and it’s 
here in our state,” Wagner 
said. “The state should be 
actively trying to mitigate 
the threat of climate change 
through land preservation. 
This includes planning 
green space and corridors 
where animals can move. 

“We don’t want to design 
a state where urbanization 
is so intense that there are 
no corridors for animals 
to move to the north to 
seek refuge. We should try 
to help Mother Nature as 
muchas possible to weather 
the impacts of climate 
change.”

Give Ukraine more artillery, and 
let the Navy break Russia’s blockade

WASHINGTON — Before he bestrode 
the continent and prefigured the ghastli- 
ness of modern European history — reli- 
gious impulses sublimated in politics 
— Napoleon Bonaparte was an artillery 
captain. Today, another brutalist of about 
5 feet 6 is waging a war dominated by 
artillery. Vladimir Putin will win it unless 
Ukraine’s allies quickly provide it with 
more sophisticated modern artillery. 

The war in Ukraine is “an extended 
artillery duel,’ according to the Economist, 
whose “science and technology” section 
recently explained ingenious weapons that 
can hurl a shell equipped with a rocket 
onto a moving vehicle 40 miles away. 
Shrapnel from an airburst shell, detonated 
at programmable heights, can kill infantry 
across 2 / acres. Both sides have drones 
to spot the enemy’s artillery. Russia has 
counter-battery radars that can calculate 
the place where an incoming shell was 
fired, and hit that place in four minutes. 
Hence the Ukrainian tactic of “shoot and 
scoot.” 

But “smart” artillery is not necessary 
for Russia’s barbaric way of war, exempli- 
fied by the 1995 use of low-tech artillery 
to pulverize Grozny, Chechnya’s capi- 
tal. A Russia-based military analyst tells 
the Financial Times that Russia’s culture 
of military callousness “derives from a 
broader authoritarian culture where 
nobody trusts anybody” — “a culture of 
irresponsibility.” 

Serhii Plokhy, a Harvard professor of 
Ukrainian history, says in the Spectator 
“how the Russian army fights its wars 
doesn’t change much, and “artillery is an 
extremely important part of the story,” a 
story of crude artillery’s multiplication of 


collateral damages. British military histo- 
rian Antony Beevor agrees: “We’re seeing 
a repetition of the atrocities commit- 

ted, particularly in, say, 1945, by the Red 
Army.” As to where “this brutality ... this 
casual savagery” comes from, Beevor 
says: “Russian soldiers are treated rather 
as the Red Army was often treated by its 
own commanders,” with “contempt” and 
“a total lack of feeling.” This expresses 

a “national self-image” that “goes back 
avery long way, perhaps to the Mongol 
invasions of the 13th century.” The belief 
is that “brutality is a form of strength” and 
that “cruelty and savagery are legitimate or 
natural war weapons.” 

Today, one potential Putin weapon is 
starvation: waging war on distant chil- 
dren, in sub-Saharan Africa and elsewhere. 
Their distended stomachs might soon 
testify to his success in deterring Ukraine’s 
allies from defeating his policy of prevent- 
ing more than 20 million tons of Ukrainian 
grain from reaching the world market. 

The Economist reports that, last year, 
Russia and Ukraine were the world’s first- 
and fifth-largest wheat exporters. They 
provide almost an eighth of the calories 
traded worldwide, and nearly 50 countries 
depend on either Russia or Ukraine or both 
for more than 30% of their wheat imports 
— for 26 of them, more than 50%. 

Although neither the world nor Amer- 
icans want the United States to be “the 
world’s policeman,” for decades, the 
world’s (relative) orderliness and pros- 
perity have depended on the U.S. Navy 
policing the global commons: the oceans. 
Hence, for example, the Navy’s free- 
dom-of-navigation exercises that today 
contest China’s lawless sovereignty claims 
concerning the South China Sea. 

However, the Navy’s strenuous but noble 
and global mission is perhaps being aban- 


doned where today it matters most: in the 
Black Sea. Russian naval forces there are 
preventing exports of the Ukrainian grain 
that the Russians are not stealing. 

Residents of poor nations spend large 
portions of their incomes on food — in 
sub-Saharan Africa, 40%. A wave of pain 
from soaring prices and scarce food might 
be imminent, but it can be ameliorated if 
naval forces of nations supporting Ukraine 
end Russia’s blockade of Odessa and other 
Black Sea ports, and escort grain trans- 
ports to places from which the cargo can 
be distributed. 

In his memoir, Colin Powell recalled a 
1993 meeting where he, as chairman of the 
Joint Chiefs of Staff, expressed skepticism 
about using U.S. military forces in Bosnia. 
He thought he “would have an aneu- 
rysm” when Madeleine Albright, then-U.S. 
ambassador to the United Nations, said 
to him, “What’s the point of having this 
superb military that you’re always talking 
about if we can’t use it?” Powell, a Vietnam 
veteran, was prudently wary of military 
engagements. But reluctance should not 
become paralysis. 

Naval forces — including Britain’s 
mine-clearing talents (to remove mines 
Ukraine placed to deter Russian attacks 
from the sea) — should be promptly 
employed to break Putin’s illegal block- 
ade before it has its intended effect of mass 
starvation. If Putin’s nuclear saber-rattling 
deters the nations supporting Ukraine 
from using their ample naval competen- 
cies to execute a humanitarian policy, his 
contempt for the West will be ratified, and 
his appetite for additional aggressions will 
be whetted.

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‘Singing principal’ commands attention 


Latanya Farrell brings 
energy, joy and talent 
to school and stages

When a student at Stafford 
Elementary School in Bristol 
accomplishes something special, 
they’re likely to be serenaded in the 
hallway with a soulful rendition of 
the Alicia Keys hit that affirms, 
“This girl (or guy) is on fire, This 
girl (or guy) is on fire.” 

The students always smile and 
sometimes they even sing back to 


the performer — school principal 
Latanya Farrell. 

Farrell, a professional singer 
who graces outdoor stages and 
indoor venues throughout Greater 
Hartford, is known as “the singing 
principal.” She brings her sing- 
ing everywhere in the school — to 
morning announcements, to lunch, 
to the hallways. They even dance. 

“We sing a lot; we dance a lot,” 
Farrell said. “I think it just brings 
positive energy and joy.” 

At night and on weekends, 
Farrell takes her talent to the 
performing stage at outdoor 
concerts, restaurants and other 
venues. 


She trades her daytime suits 
and dresses for shiny, glittery and 
skimpier — yet respectful — attire 
that showcases an adored tattoo 
across her shoulder blades. The 
tattoo is of hearts, a G clef, a peace 
sign, a ladybug and an apple. 

Fans say Farrell not only brings 
the same clear, strong, soulful 
voice to the stage as she does to the 
school, but also the gifts that serve 
her well as an educational leader — 
energy, joy, positivity and the abil- 
ity to command the crowd.

The overnight camp, 
whose mission is to educate, 
empower and support young 
people with limb loss and 
limb difference, runs four 
days every year at the college. 


There were 11 campers this 
year at Quinnipiac, but in 
years past there have been 
more than 20. The camp is 
available to kids up to age 18, 
after that age campers can 
volunteer or be a mentor. 
Camp fees are $500, accord- 
ing to its website. 

Camp No Limits, which 
began in Maine in 2004, 
has since grown to more 
than nine states.

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Boy 
killed in 
Fairfield 
shooting 


Police say single shot 
was fired during fight 
at teen’s birthday party

A boy was killed and a woman 
was wounded when a fight broke 
out at a 13-year-old’s birthday 
party at a banquet hall in Fairfield 
and someone fired a single shot, 
police said. 

About 10:30 p.m., Fairfield 
police received several 911 calls 
from people reporting gunshots 
at the banquet hall at Calvin 
United Church on Kings High- 
way East near Hibiscus Street, 
according to the Fairfield Police 
Department. 

When officers arrived, they 
found a boy who was unrespon- 
sive lying in a hallway and imme- 
diately started trying to revive 
him. He was rushed by ambu- 
lance to St. Vincent’s Medical 
Center, where he died, police 
said. 

Police said the boy was a juve- 
nile but did not provide his age. 

Shortly after, a woman showed 
up to the hospital with a gunshot 
wound to her jaw, police said. 

Investigators learned that a 
person who wasn’t a member of 
the church and wasn’t a resident 
of Fairfield had rented out the 
banquet hall for a birthday party 
for a 13-year-old, according to 
police. During the party, a fight 
broke out and one person — who 
knew the boy who died — fired 
one bullet that struck both people 
who were shot, police said. 

The shooter then fled from 
the party and — having heard the 
gunshot — many of the party-go- 
ers rushed out of the banquet 
hall. At least three of them were 
injured while fleeing the shoot- 
ing scene, police said. 

The Connecticut State Police, 
Westport, Stratford , and Easton 
police were all called to the scene 
to help with crowd control as offi- 
cers from Fairfield secured the 
crime scene.

A new home for Conny the Whale 


West Hartford icon 
likely to remain close to 
Children’s Museum site

WEST HARTFORD — Google 
“West Hartford” and chances 
are very good that one of the first 
images you will see is Conny the 
Whale, a familiar — and well-loved 
— sight outside The Children’s 
Museum, so much so the sculp- 
ture has become synonymous with 
the town. 

And now, it appears likely the 
60-foot, 20-ton Conny not only 
will be staying in town but near 
where he has been moored since 
the mid-1970s: just across the 
street, on the Trout Brook green- 
way. 

With the museum property sold 
for redevelopment, the museum 
and its day care also are expected 
to relocate to temporary space 
elsewhere in West Hartford this 
fall and later, to anew, permanent

home, perhaps in East Hartford. 
The future of Conny — origi- 
nally conceived as a face for the 
“Save the Whale” movement 
rooted in the 1960s and 1970s and 
alife-size model of asperm whale,

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Decision coming soon on 
Evergreen Walk project 


Apartments could bring 
an estimated $400,000 
in new tax revenue

As Evergreen Walk prepares 
to welcome two prominent new 
tenants, South Windsor planners 
likely will decide Tuesday on a 
proposal for 165 apartments at 
the retail hub. 

The idea got extensive public 
support and only mild criticism ata 
recent hearing, and Town Manager 
Michael Maniscalco wrote that it 
will bringin an estimated $400,000 
in new tax revenue. 

Small and large merchants 
along with tenants of the exist- 
ing Tempo apartments told plan- 
ners they’re enthusiastic about 
more housing next to Evergreen 
Walk, which has struggled with 
commercial vacancies for several 
years after opening to good-sized 


crowds in 2004. 

This year, plaza managers 
announced that Shake Shack 
and Whole Foods will be open- 
ing new outlets there, two of the 
best-known names to locate at 
Evergreen Walk in years. Last fall, 
Costco opened a 163,000-square- 
foot warehouse outlet alongside 
the property. 

Costco told the planning 
and zoning commission that it 
supports the plan for new apart- 
ments nearby. 

“Like all retailers, Costco relies 
on ahealthy and diverse consumer 
market of neighboring homes and 
residences,” Ernie Annibale, a 
Costco regional manager, told the 
commission in a June 17 email. 
“The addition of 165 new units at 
Evergreen Walk will surely add 
customers for not only Costco, but 
for all our neighboring businesses 
at Evergreen Walk and through- 
out the area.”

connects with the audience almost imme- 
diately,” said Tom Faniel, a retired Meriden 
principal, now a leadership coach for new 
principals. Farrell was among his coachees. 
She became principal at Stafford in 2020. 

Faniel, who also sang professionally while 
he was a principal, said because of Farrell’s 
style, “The kids don’t feel afraid to express 
themselves — which is what you want. 

“The kids love her because she’s always 
aspiring. She’s true to her values — to be 
kind, respectful and true to yourself.” 

Farrell’s mother told her she has been 
singing since she was a baby. Though Farrell 
doesn’t remember that, she does recall 
listening “over and over” to her parents’ 45 
records and eight-track tapes. 

“Music has always been a part of me — in 
me, around me,” Farrell said. 

It wasn’t until around seventh grade that 
Farrell began singing formally in church, and 
then continued in high school in choir and 
madrigals. 

She mostly took a break in college — a 
national anthem here and there — because 
her focus was on earning a teaching degree 
and planning for a family. 


“T love, love, love learning,” she said. “I 
think I’m a super curious person who loves 
to laugh. The thought of being in a school 
really made me happy.” 

She returned to singing in a big way 
after being named champion of the 2003 
Connecticut Star Search competition. 

Farrell, who lives in West Hartford, made 
the audition tape for the contest at the last 
minute after the relentless urging of her 
hairdresser, who heard Farrell’s impromptu 
singing in the salon. At the time, Farrell was 
juggling her son, Jason, atoddler who now 21, 
and daughter, Jordan, an infant who is now 19. 

“I thought, ‘Let me just try this, ” she said. 
She sang Mariah Carey’s “Hero.” She made 
it to the finals, and she won. 

WFSB meteorologist Scot Haney, who 
oversaw the contest and has remained 
friends with Farrell — even reading to kids 


at Stafford — recalls that Farrell was holding 


her infant daughter in the tape. 

“As soon as I saw the video I said, ‘We have 
a winner, ” Haney said. He has watched her 
perform often since, and she’s joined him 
onstage for a Christmas show. 

Farrell, who taught elementary, middle 
and high school before becoming an admin- 
istrator, said she’s always loved kids. 

Music has always been in her education 
mix, whether a “jazzy” version of the ABC 


song in a kindergarten class or the upbeat 
and affirming, “You Are My Sunshine.” 

“Td sing for my students all the time. I 
can’t help it,’ she said. “I would just burst 
out in song.” 

During morning announcements, Farrell 
sings “Happy Birthday” ifthere are any birth- 
days among students or staff and, if not, her 
own version of “You Are My Sunshine,” with 
some lyrics tailored to Stafford’s mission. 

She even asks students what style they 
want the songs in — jazzy, hip-hop, country, 
R&B or some other genre. 

“Ifkids are having a meltdown, she'll dance 
and sing with them to get them centered,” said 
the school’s head secretary, Nicole Mason. “If 
she sees a kid in the hall and knows he has a 
favorite song, she will start singing to them.” 

Mason said her boss has the “patience ofa 
saint” and is so remarkably high energy that 
she even hula hoops. 

The music at the school is a bonus, parents 
of children at Stafford say, because Farrell has 
so many other great qualities as a principal. 

She’s caring, communicative, patient, kind, 
quick to give areassuring hug and puts all 365 
of her kids first, they said. 

“The school couldn’t have a better person 
as principal. ... She’s absolutely wonderful,” 
said parent Gabrielle Mulcunry. “She commu- 
nicates with the parents. She communicates 


with the children. It’s the highlight of their 
day ifthey see her. She lights up their world” 

Parent Sara Jones said she’s gone through 
21years at Stafford, and Farrell is “best prin- 
cipal we have ever had.” 

“When you bring her a problem, she 
resolves it quickly,” Jones said. “As soon 
as you walk into the school, you can feel 
the positive energy that she brings. Prin- 
cipal Farrell uses music to reach the kids’ 
soul, to give them something fun to look 
forward to.” 

In her performances, Farrell blends her 
original music with popular cover tunes 
and packs a crowd and the dance floor. Her 
website states that her vocal talent and style 
have been influenced by Whitney Houston, 
Natalie Cole, Alicia Keys, Aretha Franklin, 
Mariah Carey and Jill Scott. 

Farrell has a regular gig every third 
Thursday at The Russell restaurant in 
West Hartford and lots of outdoor summer 
concerts, private parties and fundraisers. 
On Wednesday, she will perform in Eliza- 
beth Park in West Hartford at 6:30 p.m. on 
the John G. Martin Foundation Stage. 

Farrell said she’s in a good spiritual place. 

“T’ve seen a lot of pain and hurt at a 
young age into adulthood. ... I feel my life 
is really aligned now. My path is so clear,” 
she said.

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and physical therapy programs have hosted 
the camp since 2015, but due to COVID-19 
the event was shut down for the past two 
years. 

“We've been coming to Camp No Limits 
since 2010 when Hunter was just 6 years 
old” said Michelle Robertshaw. “This is such 
awonderful environment for the kids. They 
feel safe here, and you can see their confi- 
dence grow. We're very blessed to take part 
in this year after year.” 

Hunter wants to be ayoung adult mentor 
with the organization. 

“I want to help people,” said Robertshaw. 
“I want to mentor others so I can make a 
difference.” 

Camp No Limits is designed to increase 
the functional independence of children 
living with limb loss and provide a network 
of support for both campers and family 
members. 

“We had four kids our first year and since 
then it’s snowballed into this huge commu- 
nity with 11 camps nationwide,” said Mary 
Leighton, founder and executive director 
of the camp. “We’ve had kids even say this 
is better than Disney World. It allows kids 
and families to come together and create a 
community of understanding. Camp is really 
all about learning how to navigate life from 
something as simple as how to tie shoes, 
putting hair in a ponytail or even learning 
how to drive a car.” 

Leighton, along with fellow occupational 
therapist Bambi Lombardi, had the idea ofa 
camp for children with limb difference after 
working at a private pediatric therapy clinic 
in Maine. Leighton’s first patient, Nicholas,

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Roberta Gowing, Cordelia Harrington 
and Rita Graicerstein, all residents of nearby 
Kebalo Lane, spoke against the project at the 
commission’s June 28 hearing. Gowing said 
construction would disturb wildlife on the 
site, and Harrington and Graicerstein both 
said the proposed buildings are too high.

was only 2 % years old and was missing all 
four limbs. 

“Watching Nicholas learn how to wash 
his face, feed himself and throw a ball was 
just amazing,” said Leighton. ‘Just seeing the 
smile on his face as he progressed was inspir- 
ing. But we could still see when other kids 
came into the office we worked at that they 
would stare and look at him differently. So 
we didn’t want him to lose that momentum 
and we wanted to help him find other kids 
just like him. That’s how it all began.” 

Each day campers start with “energizer” 
activities from 9 a.m. to noon and learn 
different physical and life skills designed to 
help them in their day-to-day lives. Campers 
get to try sled hockey, wheelchair basketball, 
and learning how to drive.. 

The events are led by physical and occu- 
pational therapists, Quinnipiac students and 
faculty, and teen and adult amputee mentors. 

“This was something that drew me to 
Quinnipiac’s program,” said Julia Pecoraro, a 
graduate occupational therapy student. “I’ve 
been wanting to take part in the program 
here for awhile, but because of the pandemic 
Ididn’t have the chance to the last few years. 
It feels great to finally be here with all ofour 
volunteers and campers. It’s an amazing 
program.” 

Quinnipiac is the first and only institution 
of higher education in the country to host 
the camp. 

“It’s a testament to our program here at 
Quinnipiac,” said Valerie Strange, clinical 
associate professor of occupational therapy. 
“It’s great to see our students here getting 
involved and excited about the program.”

Tenant Matthew Papke was among the 
supporters who said more housing will be 
key to the revival of the plaza’s retail center. 

“Tt is clear to me that any revitalization 
of the shops at Evergreen Walk will require 
additional foot traffic,” he wrote. “As a 
Tempo resident, I frequent the shops, and it 
has been sad to see so many close due to the 
lack of customer support.” 

The owner of M&R Liquors on Buckland 
Road just in front of the plaza also said plan- 
ners should approve a zone change for the 
project. 

“As our town’s second largest taxpayers, 


Evergreen Walk’s health and stability is of 


the utmost importance,” Gary Rounseville 
wrote. “The addition of 165 new residen- 
tial units within walking distance to shops 
like mine will provide needed new custom- 
ers and help protect one of the town’s most

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be part of the museum’s future. 

“Moving Conny, to be honest with you, 
was the most complex thing because it is 
so revered by so many people,” Michael J. 
Werle, the museum’s executive director, 
said. “And to do it in such a way that we 
don’t do damage to it seemed to be the turn- 
ing point issue.” 

To move Conny a longer distance would 
have required chopping the whale into two 
or three parts without knowing how well the 
sculpture would go back together, Werle said. 

The cost also was high, as much as 
$400,000. Estimates to move the sculpture 
across the street are now being sought, but 
they are estimated to be far less, perhaps 
closer to $75,000. 

The General Assembly has approved $10 
million for the relocating museum, including 
moving Conny. But it hoped a fundraising 
campaign will cover most of costs of moving 
the whale, the museum said. 

Conny’s relocation plan must still be 
signed off on by the state Department of 
Environmental Protection, but the museum 
said it has been working closely with the 
agency. 

From its original roots, the whale has 
evolved into a playscape, with generations 
of delighted children crawling in and out 
of Conny. If moved as planned, the whale 
would be sealed on both sides because it 
would no longer be an interactive exhibit as 
at the museum and for reasons of liability, 
the museum said. 


Back to where it started 


Inthe 1970s, a fledgling group in Hartford 
formed the Connecticut Cetacean Society, 
concerned about the plight of whales, partic- 
ularly the sperm whale, which had been 
hunted almost to extinction for its oil. 

The group also was instrumental in the 
naming of the sperm whale as the state 
animal in 1975. 

Conny came to be built at the museum 
because the society held its outreach 
programs there. Some of the museum’s staff 
was supportive of the “Save the Whale” 
movement. 


important assets.” 

Andy Liu, owner of the Sakura Garden 
restaurant at the plaza, said new custom- 
ers are increasingly important to Ever- 
green Walk businesses because of changes 
in retailing. In most markets, traditional 
malls and so-called lifestyle retail centers 
have lost ground to online shopping, which 
affects both the stores themselves as well as 
the hair salons, restaurants and service busi- 
nesses nearby. 

“A great deal has changed in the nearly 
two decades since Evergreen Walk first 
opened. Consumers have changed how they 
shop, and retailers and tenants have changed 
to remain competitive,” Liu wrote. “COVID 
has also taken its toll.” 

Like many other supporters, Maniscalco 
told planners that South Windsor will need 
the new tax revenue and building fees to

In the years since Conny was built, much 
of the connection back to being a symbol for 
saving whales — some still remain endan- 
gered today — was lost. 

The museum shifted its focus to being 
more children-oriented, Conny evolving 
into a mascot and playscape. Meanwhile, 
the society turned its attention to the inter- 
national stage. 

But the museum and the nonprofit, all-vol- 
unteer successor to the original group, Ceta- 
cean Society International, came together 
again on behalf of Conny. 

The group agreed to raise the funds, 
perhaps through a foundation, that will be 
needed for Conny’s maintenance if installed 
on the greenway. 

“Our group feels it should be considered 
a whale park, for just that section,” David 
Kaplan, a West Hartford resident and the 
society’s current president, said. “For educa- 
tion, history — a very public presence, which 
is why the whale was built 45 years ago. 

“So, this brings us back to where we began. 
The whale is reborn for the very reason it 
was built.” 


‘Deep into for months’ 


As Conny’s future becomes clearer, the 
museum hopes to move this fall to tempo- 
rary space at the Emanuel Synagogue on 
Mohegan Drive, pending town approval. 

The museum will downsize dramatically 
because the space at the synagogue is 70% 
smaller. The museum will narrow its focus 
to children ages 3 to 8 and there will be fewer 
animals, exhibits and staff. 

The museum will not host school field 
trips, school bus visits or summer camps. 
The museums day care center will move to 
the same location. 

Meanwhile, Werle said a search for anew 
permanent home has narrowed to East Hart- 
ford, with both new construction and reno- 
vation of existing space under consideration. 
He declined to name specific options being 
evaluated. 

“We've been deep into for months now,” 
Werle said. “We really do hope this month 
we can bring it to closure. But when you’re 
in this game, you never know.”

help pay for $75 million in new school recon- 
struction costs. And even though the land 
next to Evergreen Walk was initially planned 
for more retail, the town must adapt to the 
shifting retail market, he said. 

“Unfortunately, the world of commercial 
(development) in particular has changed, 
and with that our original plans need to be 
rethought,” Maniscalco wrote. 

The planning and zoning commission in 
January rejected a previous version of the 
apartment plan, saying it wouldn’t benefit 
the town.

Cardi B has abone to 
pick not just with her 
haters, but with Rolling 
Stone magazine. 

The rapper recently 
spoke out about the criti- 
cism she received for her 
ranking on Rolling Stone’s 
“200 Greatest Hip-Hop 
Albums” list, which came 
out last month. 

“T understand people 
feel a certain type of way, 
but don’t y’all disre- 
spect me or my work or 
my album,’ she said on 
“Angela Yee’s Lip Service,” 
noting on the podcast that 
she hadn’t asked for the 
ranking. 

In June, Rolling Stone 
published its hip-hop 
album ranking, with 
Cardi B’s “Invasion of 
Privacy” earning the No. 16 
spot. Her debut album 
bested other popular 
works from artists includ- 
ing Nicki Minaj, Kendrick 
Lamar and hip-hop icons 
2Pac and Nas. Music fans 
decried the rapper’s Top 20 
ranking on social media. 

The rapper went on to 
tell Yee and her co-hosts 
that she felt the magazine’s 
ranking was part ofa ploy 
to “make (the list) go viral.”

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‘What We Do in Shadows’ actor 
transformed into vampire baby

When the third season 
of FX’s horror comedy 
“What We Do in the Shad- 
ows” ended in October, 
energy vampire Colin 
Robinson was — spoiler 
alert — dead. Sorta. 

In death, we learn, 
energy vampires self- 
regenerate as wee vampire 
babes, which meant actor 
Mark Proksch now would 
be playing newborn Baby 
Colin, a challenge he says 
he wasn’t entirely sure 
how it would work. 

“Asa fan of TV, your 
first thought goes to, ‘Oh 
God, we’re going to jump 
the shark, and it’s going 
to be my character that 
does it?” Proksch says as 
the July 12 premiere of the 
fourth season approached. 
“Which is, you know, 
just your worst fear as an 
actor.” 

But Proksch says creator 
Jemaine Clement, who 
had starred in (and co- 
created with Taika Waititi) 
the film of the same name, 
and the team of writers 
and producers have shown 
they could handle the 
wildest of scenarios. 

“So when I heard that, 
yeah, first, I was alittle 
scared,” Proksch says. “But 
I quickly calmed myself 
down knowing that the 
writers would doa great 
job, and they did. 

“Tt turned out to be an 
incredibly fun thing for me 
to get to play.” 

While most of the char- 
acters in the 2014 film 
were adapted into the TV 
series, energy vampire 
Colin Robinson was anew 
character when the FX 
series debuted in 2019. An 
energy vampire, for those 
of you familiar only with 
the traditional bloodsuck- 
ing variety, drains victims 
of psychic energy by dron- 
ing on until they are essen- 
tially bored to death. 

“The endearing weirdo 
is kind of how I look ata

lot of the roles I play,” says 
Proksch, who also played 
warehouse worker Nate 
Nickerson on “The Office” 
and nerdy pill dealer 
Daniel “Pryce” Wormald 
on “Better Call Saul.” 

Proksch says he 
doesn’t know why the 
show creators decided to 
reinvent Colin Robinson 
as a child, though he has a 
guess or two. 

“My inkling is that 
there’s only so much that 
can be done with an energy 
vampire before they get a 
little stale” he says. “The 
other vampires, you can 
always create different 
characters that they’re 
interacting with or stories 
they’ve lived. 

“With Colin Robinson, 
the first season he was 
primarily just a feeder off 
his roommates and oft his 
office workers,” Proksch 
says. “And we had talked 
about how that could 
become a bit boring for 
fans, and actually annoying 
for fans. 

“Which is not what 
you're trying to do when 
you’re playing the annoy- 
ing character. So I think 
they decided to go as far 
as their minds could take 
them with the character 
and keep it fresh.” 

Over the first episodes of 
the new season, Baby Colin 
is both a hilarious charac- 
ter and aremarkable feat 
of special effects. Proksch 


says he has been amazed, 
and more than a little 
disturbed, to see his new 
appearance. 

“They did every tech- 
nique that they could come 
up with,” he says. “They 
shrunk my body. They had 
child stand-ins. Some of it’s 
video effects, some of it’s 
practical lighting effects.” 

The voice was crafted in 
postproduction with soft- 
ware that raised the pitch 
of Proksch’s voice and 
emulated what it would 
sound like coming from a 
smaller body, he says. 

“The early tests for it 
were pretty terrifying and 
very scary that it wasn’t 
going to be pulled off,” he 
says. “But in the end, they 
were able to pull it off.” 

All of those tricks came 
after the crew tried outa 
prop baby with Proksch’s 
face on it. “Our prop guys 
are some of the best in the 
business, so it looked just 
like me,” he says. “It could 
move its head, it could 
move its arms, and for me 
to hold the baby of me was 
incredibly eerie.” 

Proksch says he didn’t 
see how he looked on 
screen until he was called 
in for some final touches. 

“T would catch a glimpse 
of meas achild, and I 
would just burst out laugh- 
ing and ruin the take,” he 
says. “Because it’s just so 
ludicrous to see yourself as 
ababy.”

Djokovic claims 21st Slam title

WIMBLEDON, England — Novak 
Djokovic waited. He waited for Nick 
Kyrgios to lose focus and lose his way. 
Waited to find the proper read on his foe’s 
big serves. Waited until his own level rose 
to the occasion. 

Djokovic is not bothered bya deficit — ina 
game, aset,a match. He does not mind prob- 
lem-solving. And at Wimbledon, for quite 
some time now, he does not get defeated. 

Djokovic used his steady brilliance to 
beat the ace-delivering, trick-shot-hitting, 
constantly chattering Kyrgios 4-6, 6-3, 6-4, 
7-6 (3) on Sunday for a fourth consecutive 
championship at the All England Club, 
seventh overall there, and 21st from all 


Grand Slam tournaments. 

“It’s weird. I felt like he didn’t do 
anything amazing today,” said the 
unseeded Kyrgios, offering an assessment 
with which some might not concur, given 
that Djokovic accumulated 31 winners and 
merely eight unforced errors over the last 
two sets of the match, while facing zero 
break points in that span. 

“But he was just so composed. That’s 
what I was just thinking to myself. In big 
moments, it just felt like he was never 
rattled. I feel like that’s his greatest 
strength: He just never looks rattled,’ said 
Kyrgios, about whom those words likely 
have not been uttered. “He just looks 
completely within himself the whole time.

The Boston Bruins’ reasons for moving 
on from Bruce Cassidy have yet to be fully 
explained, and by now, all parties have 
moved on. Still, we might have finally 
gotten some confirmation of what we 
thought all along. 

The news cycle rolled on after the team 
fired its coach via a Monday evening press 
release June 6. Cassidy wasn’t on the open 
market for long, quickly scooped up to take 
over in Las Vegas. The Bruins eventually 
caught up by hiring Jim Montgomery as 
Cassidy’s replacement, turning to a coach 
with a history of developing young talent. 
Thursday night’s start ofthe NHL draft 
officially moved us into the 2022-23 season. 

But it was in the middle of a pre-draft 
conversation with reporters that Bruins 
president Cam Neely, intentionally or not, 
shed a little more light on what still has 
to be considered a shocking dismissal of a 
successful coach. 

In the midst of confirming that Jake 
DeBrusk had rescinded his trade demand, 
Neely made it pretty clear players were 
chafing under Cassidy’s tough hand and 
were clearly ready for a change. The 
long-rumored notion was amplified when 
former NHL defenseman Ryan Whitney 
said on his podcast that he’d heard “the 
players really hated him.” 

Given the chance to dispel the asser- 
tion, Neely all but did the opposite, saying, 
“T like to keep things in the locker room. 
Obviously, if others want to talk, that’s their 
prerogative. Right or wrong, when you 
have a coach five, six, seven years and the 
players remain on a club ... unfortunately at 
some point the voice does get old. 

“We're going to see a little bit of a differ- 
ent approach, maybe change things up a 
little, that hopefully excites our fanbase. 
Tm excited about it.” 

Which, really, is fine. Coaches, at least 
those not named Bill Belichick, are hired to 
be fired. They know it; we know it; players 
know it.

The Royals spent weeks scour- 
ing the Yankees system in the 
spring and early months of the 
season and some in their organi- 
zation think there are plenty of 
other prospects to try and work 
a deal with. Even in the lowest 
level Florida Complex League, 
the source said there are “lots of 
players to consider” in a possible 
deal. It is worth remembering that 
the Royals did express interest in 
Miguel Andujar back in the 2019 
Winter Meetings. 

The Yankees are in the driver’s 
seat as they approach the trade 
deadline on Aug. 2. With the best 
record in baseball and a 15-game 
lead in the tough American League 
East, they have to go into this look- 
ing for what they think can help 
them in possible playoff clashes. 

On Thursday, general manager 
Brian Cashman said they were 
assessing their needs. 

“Our staff is hard working at 
trying to constantly assess if there’s 
any opportunities both from within 
or outside imports, that potentially 
would impact us in a positive way. 
So we have until the beginning 
of August to do so. I’ve had many 
conversations with my opposing 
general managers, and we’ll see 
if it takes us anywhere, but we’re 
certainly really happy with the 
team,” Cashman said, “and where 
they’re at and how they’re going 
about their business. But we also 
know there’s always unfinished 
business if there’s opportunities to 
add, improve and give (manager) 
Aaron Boone and his staff a better 
chance to compete, obviously, 
especially when it counts the most,

which is if we qualify for (the play- 
offs) in October. 

“So that’s obviously the discus- 
sion we’re going to continue to 
have. And if we get anything, 
everything I get as opportunities 
presented or opportunities I pres- 
ent, I will run it by the boss (Hal 
Steinbrenner) and he'll give a final 
say on what we should do.” 

The Yankees have also expressed 
interest to other teams in moving 
Gallo, according to an American 
League executive. In 128 games 
with the Yankees, Gallo is slashing 
.163/.295/.372 with a .666 OPS, 23 
home runs, 43 RBIs and 72 walks. 
He has struck out 180 times in 393 
at-bats. 

Benintendi would be a natu- 
ral fit. The 28-year-old is slashing 
.317/.387/.402 with a .789 OPS. A 
free agent after the season, Benin- 
tendi played five years in Boston, 
winning a World Series in 2018 
with them, so it would not be as 
much of an adjustment to the 
Bronx. 

The Yankees have been a fairly 


complete team, so they are deal- 
ing from a position of strength, 
but there are things that could be 
a concern down the stretch. 

Though their rotation has been 
unbelievable to start the season, 
there are some concerns about 
the end of the season with their 
pitching. Nestor Cortes, who has 
pitched 93 innings in his longest 
season in the big leagues, has 
already thrown 89 innings before 
the All-Star break and he has strug- 
gled over his last six starts. While 
Luis Severino looks as good as he 
did in 2018, the Yankees are aware 
he has only thrown 27 % innings 
over the previous three seasons 
because of injuries that included 
having Tommy John surgery. 

The Yankees have depth with 
Clarke Schmidt, JP Sears and 
even Domingo German, who 
could come back from the injured 
list before the All-Star break, so 
pitching isn’t high on their list of 
needs. But as Cashman is fond of 
saying “you can never have enough 
pitching.”

“Didn’t look like he was play- 
ing overaggressive, even though 
it felt like he was playing big.” 

Among men, only Roger 
Federer owns more Wimbledon 
titles than Djokovic, with eight, 
and only Rafael Nadal owns 
more Slam trophies, with 22. 

“The more you win, it’s logi- 
calthe more confident, the more 
comfortable you feel out there 
every next time you step out on 
the court,” said the top-seeded 
Djokovic, who was pleased to 
hear some spectators at Centre 
Court chanting his nickname, 
“No-le! No-le!” as he served out 
the final point of a tremendously 
well-played tiebreaker. 

As of now, Djokovic will not 
be able to try to pull even with 
Nadal by winning the U.S. Open, 
which begins in late August: 
The 35-year-old Serbian can’t 
enter the United States because 
he decided not to get any shots 
against COVID-19, the same 
reason Djokovic missed the 
Australian Open in January. 

“I’m not vaccinated,” Djokovic 
said Sunday, “and I’m not plan- 
ning to get vaccinated.” 

Aside from his experience 
— 32 Slam final appearances 
versus one for the unseeded 
Kyrgios — his skill and his clutch 
gene shined in the concluding 
tiebreaker, and all of those qual- 
ities were present for two partic- 
ularly pivotal games that helped 
swing the match. 

“Key moments,” Djokovic 
called them. 

They were games in which 
Djokovic steeled himself, and 
Kyrgios blinked. And games 
that Kyrgios would not let go as 
he began engaging in running 
monologues, shouting at himself 
or his entourage (which does not 
include a full-time coach), earn- 
ing a warning for cursing, find- 
ing reason to disagree with the 
chair umpire he fist-bumped 
before the match, and chucking 
awater bottle. 

With Djokovic serving for the 
second set at 5-3, Kyrgios got to 
love-40 — atrio of break points. 
But Kyrgios played a couple of 
casual returns, and Djokovic 
eventually held. When that set 
ended, Kyrgios waved dismis- 
sively toward his box, sat down 
and dropped his racket to the 
turf, then groused to no one in 
particular: “It was love-40! Can 
it get any bigger or what?! Isthat 
big enough for you?!” 

Djokovic noticed. 

“He knew on this stage, when 
Nick starts to talk, he’s going to 
be vulnerable,” said Djokovic’s 
coach, 2001 Wimbledon cham- 
pion Goran Ivanisevic. “That 
happened.” 

In the third set, with Kyrgios 
serving at 4-all, 40-love, he again 
let a seemingly sealed game get 
away, with Djokovic breaking 
there. 

“It was a huge momentum 
shift,’ Djokovic said, “because 
up to that point we were quite 
even.” 

Kyrgios was almost perfect 
in the first set, with 11 winners 
before he made a second 
unforced error. The 40th-ranked 
Kyrgios, a 27-year-old from 
Australia, never had been past 
the quarterfinals in 29 previous 
Slam appearances — and the last 
time he made it even that far was 
7 a years ago. 

His talent is unmistakable. 
But over the years, Kyrgios has 
drawn more notice for his pref- 
erence for style over substance 
on court, his tempestuousness 
that has earned him ejections 
and suspensions and his taste 
for the nightlife. 

During the last two weeks 
alone, Kyrgios racked up $14,000 
in fines — one for spitting at a 
heckling spectator after a first- 
round victory, another for curs- 
ing during a wildly contentious 
win against No. 4 seed Stefanos 
Tsitsipas in the third round — 
and caught flack for wearing a 
red hat and sneakers before or 
after matches at a place where 
all-white clothing is mandated. 
Word also emerged that he’s due 
incourt next month in Australia 
to face an assault allegation.

But what should concern the 
Bruins’ front office now is how 
much the players know it, and 
how risky it could be to put Mont- 
gomery ina position where he 
knows the players know it. Players 
should certainly be heard, but it’s 
a fine line when they have ahand 
in pulling the strings, and no coach 
wants to be on the wrong side of 
that line knowing how much it can 
erode respect inside a locker room. 

No one is saying DeBrusk 
or any other Bruin isan NHL 
version of Tampa Bay Tom Brady, 
retiring and then suddenly un-re- 
tiring once Bruce Arians was out 


as coach. Heck, Brady initially 
went to Tampa in part because 
Arians was such a looser hand 
than the one Belichick held over 
him for 20 years. 

But sometimes an overcor- 
rection isn’t the answer either 
— for all the times a KC. Jones 
is the perfect replacement to a 
Bill Fitch, sometimes you end 
up with a Bobby Valentine after 
Terry Francona, or Pete Carroll 
after Bill Parcells. Players might 
be happier, but without the edge 
of discipline, structures can 
collapse. Jones was the perfect 
answer for the ‘84 Celtics, letting 
a wildly talented team roll the ball 
out and just play, winning the first 
of two NBA championships in 
the next three seasons. When the 


player-friendly Francona was let 
down by his hard-partying pitch- 
ers across the infamous chicken 
and beer end to the 2011 season, 
the “disciplinarian” Bobby V 
answer was an abject failure, and 
done in one season. 

Not to say that will happen 
here, or to cast a shadow specifi- 
cally on Montgomery. No matter 
the circumstance, there is never 
a shortage of reasons to change 
coaches — even one with a record 
as good as Cassidy’s. He hada 
245-108-46 record from Febru- 
ary 2017 through the end of last 
season, taking the Bruins to the 
playoffs all six of his seasons on 
the bench, including a memora- 
ble run to Game 7 of the Stanley 
Cup Final in 2018-19. Though the 


past year ended in disappoint- 
ment with a first-round playoff 
exit against Carolina, getting an 
injury-ravaged, aging roster to 
100-plus points was quite a feat. 
But as the Bruins headed into 
an offseason that was always 
going to be filled with questions, 
starting with the will-or-won’t-he 
retire fate of Patrice Bergeron and 
straight on through the how-fast- 
can-they-recover from surger- 
ies for Charlie McAvoy and Brad 
Marchand, the does-he-want-to- 
come-back decision facing David 
Krejci, and the will-he-sign-a- 
long-term-contract one facing 
David Pastrnak, Neely decided 
Cassidy was no longer the answer. 
He continues to praise him, 
also saying the other day in 


Montreal, “I didn’t see any quit in 
[the players]. They came to play 
every night.” 

But Neely didn’t waver on his 
decision, and while he still hasn’t 
revealed specifics, the word of the 
players and their exhaustion with 
Cassidy came through. 

“We have a little bit more 
information than the media and 
fans do,” Neely said. “Things that 
happen inside the locker room. 
There’s not one specific thing. 
Bruce did a really good job for us. 
Got to the Final [in 2019]. He was 
well-liked. He was a good coach, 
still is a good coach.” 

Just not the right coach, it 
seems. The players got their wish, 
and now the Bruins better hope 
they don’t abuse that power.

‘Very average day’ 
proves just enough 


Schauffele shoots even-par 70 
to hold on at Scottish Open

NORTH BERWICK, Scotland — Xander 
Schauffele keeps making up for lost time. 

Winless for more than two years, Schauf- 
fele picked up his fourth win in the last 
12 months Sunday when he overcame a 
rough patch in the middle ofhis round with 
two key birdies and a par save for an even- 
par 70 to win the Scottish Open. 

Next up is another test on Scottish soil, 
this one the purest of all, the British Open at 
St. Andrews. Schauffele heads to the home 
of golf as among the hottest players in the 
world. 

It was the first time the PGA Tour 
co-sanctioned a European tour event. 

“Tt’s just an honor to win the first one,” 
said Schauffele, who now has seven career 
titles on the PGA Tour. 

His 8-foot par save on the par-3 17th at 
The Renaissance Club gave him a two-shot 
lead, and the 28-year-old from San Diego 
played it smartly from there. He took iron 
off the 18th tee to avoid trouble and wound 
up missing an 8-foot par that only affected 
the margin. 

Schauffele finished at 7-under 273, one 
shot ahead of Kurt Kitayama (66). 

Kitayama had a one-shot lead on the back 
nine and was still tied until missing a 6-foot 
par putt on the 17th hole and then having 
to wait to see if his score would be enough. 

The consolation for Kitayama was earn- 
ing of three spots in the field at the British 
Open, his third straight time at golf’s oldest 
championship. 

The other two spots went to Brandon Wu 
and Jamie Donaldson, who tied for sixth. 

So many others had a chance to earn a 
spot at St. Andrews. 

Rickie Fowler has played every British 
Open since 2010 and came into the final 
round of the Scottish Open within range. 
But he closed with a 75 and was headed 
back home across the Atlantic. 

Ryan Palmer also was in position until 
playing the back nine with two bogeys and 
no birdies and missing out by two shots. 

It was tougher for Alex Smalley, who only 


needed a par on the 18th to earn a spot. He 
made bogey. 

It wasn’t easy for Schauffele, either. 

Hestarted the final round with a two-shot 
lead and birdied the opening two holes. He 
was four shots ahead after five holes. And 
when he reached the back nine, he was one 
shot behind. 

“This was stressful,” Schauffele said. “I’m 
not going to put makeup on the pig here. It 
was a very average day, probably my worst 
stuff this week. You can’t get ahead of your- 
selfin links golf. I was ahead, behind, ahead, 
behind. I just kept my head down.” 

Itbegan to turn in his favor when Schauf- 
fele made a 15-foot birdie putt on the 14th 
to reclaim the lead, and then reached the 
par-5 16th in two to set up a two-putt birdie 
that extended his lead to two shots. Equally 
important was the 17th, when he putted 
from behind the green some 8 feet by the 
hole and made it for par to keep his cushion. 

Schauffele now has won two straight 
PGA Tour starts going into the final major 
of the year. The last player to win twice ina 
row before a major was Dustin Johnson in 
2016, and then he tied for ninth in the Brit- 
ish Open at Royal Troon. 

He had gone more than three years with- 
out a win, dating to the Tournament of 
Champions at Kapalua to start 2019, and it 
was gnawing at him. 

But then Schauffele won Olympic gold 
in the Tokyo Olympics last summer. He 
teamed with Patrick Cantlay to win the 
Zurich Classic of New Orleans in late April, 
and now he has added two more of his own. 
That takes him to No. 5 in the world. 

Joohyung Kim, the 20-year-old South 
Korean, also had a brief share of the lead 
with a brilliant play on the 17th in which 
his ball rolled off the back slope to 5 feet for 
birdie. But he took bogey on the 18th and 
shot 67 to finish third. 

Jordan Spieth had his share of adventures 
again. 

He was within one shot of the lead until 
pulling his tee shot on the 14th into high 
grass, hacking out long and making double 
bogey, and then taking bogey on the 15th 
with a wedge in his hand from the fairway. 
Spieth had two birdies, three bogeys and a 
double bogey on the back nine and shot 72 
to tie for 10th

Griner, 31, has been detained since Febru- 
ary after police at Moscow’s Sheremetyevo 
Airport said they found vape canisters 
containing cannabis oil in her luggage. The 
eight-time All-Star pleaded guilty Thursday 
to drug possession charges that could see a 
sentence of to up to 10 years in prison. 

Griner was announced as an honorary 
All-Star starter before Sunday’s game in 
Chicago, drawing cheers from the crowd 
of 9,572 at the home of the defending cham- 
pion Sky. The players lined up along the 
sideline to show off their Griner jerseys 
before the start of the second half. 

Team Wilson guards Sabrina Ionescu 
and Courtney Vandersloot hugged Cherelle 
Griner, Brittney’s wife, before play resumed. 

It was the last All-Star Game for Sue Bird 
and Sylvia Fowles, two pillars of the league 
who plan to retire after this season. Fowles 
had the day’s biggest highlight, picking up 
asteal and throwing down a dunk for Team 
Wilson with 4:04 left in the first half. 

Aces guard Kelsey Plum was named MVP 
after she scored 30 points for Team Wilson 
in her first All-Star appearance. 


Plum matched the league’s All-Star Game 
scoring record. Maya Moore also scored 30 
in 2015. 

Jonquel Jones, the reigning WNBA MVP 
who plays for the Sun, had 29 points and 
13 rebounds for Team Stewart. Jones also 
made the game’s first 4-point shot. 


Cycling: A solo attack by Bob Jungels gave 
him his first Tour de France stage victory 
on the first Alpine finish of this year’s race, 
while two-time defending champ Tadej 
Pogaéar retained the leader’s yellow jersey 
after the ninth stage. The 29-year-old 
Jungels, who rides for the AG2R Citroén 
Team, set off on his own with almost 
40 miles remaining of the mountainous 
120-mile route from Aigle in Switzerland 
to the ski resort of Chatel les Portes du Soleil 
in France. The Luxembourg native crossed 
the line 22 seconds ahead of runner-up 
Jonathan Castroviejo. Pogacar and Jonas 
Vingegaard sprinted to the line to gain three 
seconds over their rivals for the overall lead. 
The Slovenian remained 39 seconds ahead 
of Vingegaard but increased his advantage 
to 1:17 over 2018 winner Geraint Thomas. 


Auto racing: Charles Leclerc revived his 
Formula One title challenge by holding on 
to win the Austrian Grand Prix for a third 
victory of the season. The Ferrari driver 
from Monaco beat second-place Max 
Verstappen by 1.5 seconds. Leclerc trails 
the Red Bull driver and defending series 
champ by 38 points in the season standings.

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Kelly gets ‘validation’ at senior major 


Jerry Kelly won the Senior Players 
Championship for the second time 
in three years Sunday, breaking away 
with two late birdies to beat defending 
champion Steve Stricker by two strokes. 
Kelly closed with a 2-under 68, taking 
the outright lead with a 15-foot birdie 
putt from the fringe on the par-5 16th 
and running in a 10-footer on the par-4 17th. He finished 
at 11-under 269 on Firestone’s South Course in Akron, 
Ohio. “The first major is awesome, but the second one, 
even more validation,” Kelly said. The 55-year-old Kelly 
won with wife Carol looking on. Last year, she had surgery 
to remove her right kidney after doctors found a cancer- 
ous mass. Kelly also won at Firestone in August 2020 and 
finished second last year. The Madison, Wisconsin, player 
has 10 PGA Tour Champions victories, after winning three 
times on the PGA Tour. The 55-year-old Stricker, also 
from Madison, matched his close friend with a closing 
68. Sticker missed a chance for his second major victory 
of the season after taking the Tradition in May in Alabama. 
He was the runner-up at last month’s U.S. Senior Open. 


Ohtani two-way All-Star once again 


A year after Shohei Ohtani became 
baseball’s first two-way All-Star, the 
Angels sensation did it again. Ohtani 
was picked for the American League 
pitching staff on Sunday as a Major 
League Baseball selection, two days 
after he was elected by fans to start 
at designated hitter. Angels manager 
Phil Nevin said it’s good for the sport to have Ohtani 
pitch and hit in the All-Star Game. “I think it’s awesome,” 
Nevin said. “This game is about the big stage and every- 
body being able to see the best players in our game and he 
certainly he is on both sides of the ball.” Ohtani, the reign- 
ing AL MVP, is hitting .260 with 19 homers and 59 RBIs 
and is 8-4 with a 2.44 ERA, 111 strikeouts and 20 walks in 
81 innings. He has won five consecutive starts and is 
coming off an outing against the Marlins in which when 
he became the first player in major league history to strike 
out 10 batters, drive in tworuns and steal a base ina game. 
In the AL’s 5-2 victory last year in Denver, Ohtani pitched a 
1-2-3 first inning by retiring Fernando Tatis Jr., Max Muncy 
and Nolan Arenado, and grounded out twice. 


Russia claims credit for Rybakina win 


The Russian Tennis Federation was 
quick to claim Elena Rybakina as “our 
product” on her run to the women’s 
title at Wimbledon. They then praised 
her training program in the country 
after she won the Venus Rosewater 
Dish as Wimbledon champion while 
representing Kazakhstan. “It’s the 
Russian school, after all. She played here with us for a 
long time, and then in Kazakhstan,” Russian Tennis Feder- 
ation president Shamil Tarpishchev told sports website 
Championat on Saturday after Rybakina beat Ons Jabeur 
3-6, 6-2, 6-2 on Centre Court. The 23-year-old Rybakina 
was born on Moscow and played in the Russian system 
until 2018, when financial issues led to her nationality 
switch. There’s been no official reaction from the Kremlin 
on Rybakina’s Wimbledon success, but some commenta- 
tors have claimed her victory as a Russian achievement 
and asymbolic snub to the All England Club’s ban on play- 
ers representing Russia and Belarus. Players from those 
countries were banned from the Wimbledon tournament 
because of Russia’s invasion of Ukraine.

’s ‘a really big deal’ 


Elliott matches his father 
with victory at home track

HAMPTON, Ga. — Chase Elliott 
got by Corey LaJoie with just under 
two laps to go and crossed the finish 
line under yellow after a block sent 
LaJoie crashing into the wall Sunday, 
giving the Georgia-born driver his first 
victory at Atlanta Motor Speedway. 

Elliott pulled back around in front of 
the main grandstand, greeted by a bois- 
terous ovation from fans who cheered 
loudly every time he went to the front 
and stretched all the way to Dawson- 
ville, the north Georgia town that 
produced the winner and his father, 
longtime NASCAR Cup star Bill Elliott. 

The wild capper to another event- 
ful Atlanta race denied LaJoie the first 
victory of his career, which would’ve 
been a huge upset for the small-budget 
Spire Motorsports team. 

Chase Elliott joined his father as 
the only Georgia-born drivers to win 
at Atlanta. Dale Earnhardt and Dale 
Earnhardt Jr. are the only other father- 
son to take the checkered flag at the 
historic 1.54-mile track. 

“To win at your home track isa really 
big deal for any race car driver,’ Elliott 
said. “I’ve watched a lot of guys do it 
over the years. I felt like today was a 
good opportunity for us. I’m just so 
proud. 

“This is obviously home for me, and 
home for a lot of great fans who made 
alot of noise for me today.” 

Martin Truex Jr. was leading a tight 


pack at the front of the field when Ross 
Chastain caused his second wreck of 
the day with 14 laps to go. 

Chastain, a two-time winner this 
season who also has made plenty of 
enemies with his overly aggressive 
driving, tapped the left rear quar- 
ter-panel of Denny Hamlin’s car. That 
sent the No. 11 into a spin that ruined 
any chance of winning. 

Truex led on the restart with eight 
laps to go, LaJoie pulled ahead on the 
backstretch, but the yellow flag came 
out again when Hamlin was bumped 
again. This time, it was Christopher 
Bell trying to squeeze between Hamlin 
and Joey Logano, setting offa spin that 
took out all three cars. 

That set up another restart with 
three laps to go. LaJoie led the field 
from the inside lane, but he couldn’t 
hold off Elliott, who surged to the front 
before taking the white flag. 

LaJoie got a good run on the leader 
going into the first turn, but Elliott slid 
up the banking to cut him off. LaJoie, 
who has only one top-five finish in his 
career, ran out of room and smashed 
the outside wall. 

Chastain looked to make a move on 
Elliott, but the yellow lights flashed 
with No. 9 still nearly a car length 
ahead. 

That was it. Elliott could finally 
relax, becoming the first three-time 
winner in a season that has produced 
13 different winners. 

“Obviously, I knew (LaJoie) was 
gonna have a big run. I tried to give 
him one good, aggressive block,” Elliott 
said. “I don’t know what else to do. You 
go for the win or you don’t. I’m going to 
choose option A every time.” 


LaJoie, whose best career finish 
was a fifth-place showing at this year’s 
Atlanta spring race, nearly pulled off 
the most improbable victory of a wild 
season. 

“That was fun,” he said. “It’s nice 
to have that thing out front for once. 
Imade my move. It didn’t work out.” 

Chastain was the runner-up, 
followed by Austin Cindric, Erik Jones 
and Ryan Blaney. LaJoie settled for the 
21st spot. 

The first major wreck occurred on 
the 91st lap, sparked by Chastain giving 
Truex a bump from behind coming 
through turn one. 

Truex’s car began spinning and 
seven other drivers were collected in 
the melee, with Austin Dillon taking 
the biggest hit when he slammed 
nearly head-on into the outside wall. 

Dillon was OK, but his No. 3 Chev- 
rolet was done for the day — another 
tough blow for a driver who is getting 
increasingly desperate for his first win 
of the season to stake a claim to a play- 
off spot. 

Dillon blamed Chastain for being 
far too aggressive, a familiar complaint 
against the driver of the No. 1 machine. 

“We’re just a casualty of Ross 
Chastain again,” Dillon said after leav- 
ing the infield care center. “You want 
torace hard all day, but you’ve got guys 
like him out there wrecking half the 
field.” 

The Cup drivers will head to 
New Hampshire Motor Speedway 
next weekend. 

Aric Almirola, who’s stepping back 
from full-time racing at the end of this 
season, is the defending champion on 
the 1.058-mile Loudon oval. 


In defeat, Kyrgios 
shows he belongs

WIMBLEDON, England — Wearing a backward cap 
with the brim bent skyward, Nick Kyrgios hit a between- 
the-legs shot while warming up for the Wimbledon final 
against Novak Djokovic. 

Kyrgios was just getting started. Once play began, he 
tried an underarm serve. He conjured up a pair on-the- 
run, back-to-the-net ’tweeners on consecutive points, one 
a passing shot, one a lob. And for one full set Sunday, in 
the biggest match of his life, 
on one of the most famous 
courts in the world, at as 
prestigious tournament as 
there is, against one of the 
greatest players in tennis 
history, Kyrgios played bril- 
liantly. 

Oh, did he ever: Seven 
aces, 14 winners, just 
four unforced errors. 
Completely composed. No 
distractions. Talk about 
meeting the moment. 

“T felt” Kyrgios would say 
later, “like I belonged, to be 
honest.” 

For aset, anyway. 

Then, as so often 
happens, he allowed little things to bother him. He let his 
opponent gain the upper hand. He began berating himself. 

And so, ultimately, Kyrgios saw his early lead vanish in 
what would become a 4-6, 6-3, 6-4, 7-6 (3) loss to Djokovic 
at the All England Club. 

This was the 32nd Grand Slam final for the top-seeded 
Djokovic — he’s won 21 such titles, including seven at 
Wimbledon — and the first for the unseeded Kyrgios. 

“You cannot prepare (for a) match against Nick Kyrgios,” 
said Djokovic’s coach, 2001 Wimbledon champion Goran 
Ivanisevic. 

“Nick Kyrgios is a genius, tennis genius.” 

The 27-year-old Australian is ranked 40th and hadn’t 
even been toa major quarterfinal in 7 % years. Hasn’t won 
a tour-level title since 2019. But he did not perform that 
way at the start. 

“T felt like the trophy was definitely attainable today,” 
said Kyrgios, who pounded 30 aces. 

He generates as much — OK, let’s be honest, more — 
attention for his attitude and behavior, on and off the court, 
as he does for his considerable talent. 

Most seriously, word came during Wimbledon that 
Kyrgios is supposed to be in court back home in Australia 
next month to face an assault allegation. 

He spat in the direction of a heckling spectator during 
one match this fortnight. He got in trouble for cursing 
during another — and again Sunday. 

Once his advantage on the scoreboard began to dwindle, 
and after he lost one return game after being up love-40, 
and one service game after being up 40-love Kyrgios began 
talking to the people in his guest box, which included his 
father and his girlfriend (but no coach, because he doesn’t 
have one). He would yell in that direction. Or motion 
dismissively. He threw a water bottle. 

The chair umpire heard a lot from Kyrgios, too, such as 
a complaint that a woman he thought had been drinking 
was talking to him during the match. 

“I mean, look, I’ve been ona couple nights out in my life,” 
Kyrgios said at his news conference, “and I knew that she 
had too many.” 

During the last two weeks alone, Kyrgios racked up 
$14,000 in fines and, on top of it all, even caught flack for 
wearing a red hat and sneakers before or after matches at 
a place where all-white clothing is mandated. 

Kyrgios wore the red hat again Sunday during the trophy 
ceremony. 

There were those who have wondered during his career 
whether Kyrgios would ever be able to harness his tremen- 
dous skills and make it to the final weekend of a major 
tournament. 

The ability has long been there; that’s why he was 2-0 
against Djokovic before Sunday, and also has victories over 
Rafael Nadal and Roger Federer. 

“Everything is starting to come together for you,” 
Djokovic told Kyrgios during the trophy ceremony at 
Centre Court. 

“It’s tough to find consolation words after a tough loss 
like this, but you showed why you deserve to be one of the 
best players in the world, particularly on this surface,” 
Djokovic said. “I wish you all the best. I really respect you 
alot.” 

Kyrgios said he found the last two weeks stressful. The 
attention — and comments — on social media. 

And since learning he would be participating in a Grand 
Slam final after Nadal withdrew Thursday from the semi- 
finals with an abdominal injury, Kyrgios couldn’t sleep at 
night. 

He said about 1% months ago, he was playing basketball 
with some pals in Australia and told one of them: “Look, I 
think I’m going to have some fun and maybe win Wimble- 
don” 

Came so close. 

“T look back at it,” Kyrgios said, “and I’m just like, ‘How 
am I here?”

Other standouts for the 
game included New York 
Liberty guard Sabrina 
Ionescu (19 points, six 
rebounds, six assists), 
Chicago Sky forward 
Candace Parker (15 points, 
eight rebounds, three assists 
and Atlanta Dream forward 
Rhyne Howard (13 points, 
five rebounds, four assists) 
for Team Wilson. On Team 
Stewart, Seattle Storm guard 
Jewell Loyd (21 points), Los 
Angeles Sparks forward 
Nneka Ogwumike (12 points) 
also made a big impact. 

Fowles scored the first 
points of the afternoon,

draining a 3-pointer to kick 
off the last All-Star appear- 
ance of her career, and her 
dunk in the second quarter 
stole the show. 

“I think I just heard the 
momentum of the crowd,” 
Fowles said of the dunk. “I 
probably heard a couple of 
benches and seen a couple of 
faces on the other team and 
I was like, just go for it. But 
it was just in the moment. I 
didn’t really think about it.” 

Though it ultimately went 
to Plum, Jonquel Jones 
looked determined to win 
MVP from the early minutes 
of the game, set to prove just 
why she was named the 
best player in the league last 
season. 

The four-time All-Star 
caught an overhead pass 
from Bird for an easy layup 
for her first points of the 
afternoon. Bird found her 
again on the very next 
possession for a 3-pointer 
on the wing. Feeling confi- 
dent, Jonquel Jones fired off 
a shot from the special new 
4-point zone, swishing it in 
with ease. 

“T practiced them yester- 
day and shot it a lot in the 
warmups,” she said of 
the 4-point shots. “I felt 
comfortable and confident 
shooting them. So yeah, 
that’s all I was thinking 
about was just getting them 
up.” 

JJ had scored 11 of the 
first 14 points of the after- 
noon for Team Stewart, but 
she wasn’t done yet. Shortly 
after that she drained 
another 3-pointer. 


Still, Team Wilson held 
the lead for most of the first 
half. They were up 59-39 at 
halftime behind 17 first-half 
points from Plum, who was 
making the first All-Star 
appearance of her career. 
Meanwhile, Jones had 14 
points, five rebounds and 
two assists in the first half. 

Jonquel Jones showed 
off her vision as well. With 
a little over eight minutes 
left in the third quarter, she 
stole the ball and fired a pass 
down the length of the court 
to Ogwumike for an easy 
layup. 

After only notching three 
points in the first half, Stew- 
art began to find her groove 
in the third quarter, scoring 
nine points in the period. 
Still, her team trailed 92-77 
entering the final quarter. 

Team Stewart trimmed 
the deficit to 11 points in the 
fourth when Jones scored 
her second four-point play 
of the afternoon, making it 
a 109-98 game. She brought 
her team into single digits 
shortly after that, but Team 
Wilson stormed back to take 
the victory. 

As they checked out for 
the final time with a little 
over two minutes left, Bird 
and Fowles were once 
again celebrated. As the PA 
announcer declared their 
exit, the crowd rose to a 
standing ovation, allowing 
the pair to go out in a fash- 
ion only two legends of the 
game could. 

“That moment was really 
special,” Bird said. “That 
was really considerate of 


festivities and Engelbert 
said getting the center home 
was her biggest priority. 

Every player wore 
warmups with Griner’s 
name and No. 42 on the 
back. Griner was also 
announced as an honorary 
All-Star before the game. 

“We are all in this fight 
together to bring her home,” 
Stewart said. “And I think 
that when you have ... those 
strength in numbers, it 
makes a bigger splash and 
we get attention and we are 
getting people’s attention, 
and we need to continue to 
ask President Biden and the 
White House to bring her 
home.” 

After halftime, players 
took things a step further. 
They all came out wear- 
ing special uniforms with 
Griner’s name and number 
on the back instead of their 
own. Players then all lined 
up together on the sidelines 
and stood still as the arena 
took a moment to bring 
attention to Griner. 

“That was our way of 
honoring her,” Bird said. 
“Our way of hopefully at 
some point she sees a picture 
or something and letting her 
know that she is always on 
our minds and in our hearts. 

“But it’s also a way to have 
other people see her name. 
Maybe someone turned on 
the TV and doesn’t know 
about the story and is like, 
‘Oh, why are they all wearing 
the same jersey number?’ 
And in those moments it 
brings awareness and it 
constantly reminds the 
Biden administration that 
we are supporting them and 
whatever they need to do to 
get Brittney home, we’re 
behind them.”
